President Bush flew to Bonn

Whitley Bay charges 


Robert Sartin, the Civil Servant who was charged with 
murder after the Whitley Bay shootings on April 30, was 
yesterday charged with 17 new counts of attempted murder. 
Mr Sartin, aged 22, appeared before magistrates in North 
Shields. Tyne and Wear, charged with the murder of 
Kenneth Mackintosh, aged 41. of Monkseacon, Whitley Bay.

Miss Sophie Tarassen¬ 
ko said: “] fed those at the top 
have got away with this. They 
have more than got away with 
it, with their pensions and 
golden handshakes." 

Mr Dave Matthews, of the 
Fire Brigades Union, said he 
was “bitterly disappointed". 
He said it seemed on occa¬ 
sions that eminent people on 
good salaries were beyond the 
law. 

The decision not to bring 
charges of manslaughter or 
endangering life by neglect 
was taken by Mr Green 
because of insufficient evi¬ 
dence.

We were being 
shouted at, abused” 

Mr Marshall said that he 
and other officers trying to 
help in the rescue and deal 
with injured fens in the con¬ 
course area between the rear of 
the west stand and the turn¬ 
stiles were vilified and sworn 
at by supporters. “They didn’t 
put it in so many words but I 
felt the entire tragedy was my 
responsibility.” 

As the fens streamed out 
from the terraces he feared 
that fights would break out 
with the officers. 

Distressed fens were shout¬ 
ing for ambulances to be 
brought into the concourse 
area but the entrance gate was 
too low. 

Mr Marshall, a police office 
for 27 years, was also told by 
Mr Benet Hytner, QC for the 
bereaved and injured, that he 
did not seek to put any 
questions to the officer which 
it any way sought to blame 
him for requesting the open¬ 
ing of the gates. 

However, he did say that 
the officers’ impressions of the 
crowd being drunk, ill-be¬ 
haved and irresponsible was a 
“very distorted impression”. 

Mr Marshall responded that 
he was not saying that all the 
fens were like that but some 
acted with an almost “selfish 
brutality” in pushing and 
shoving other people. 

The inquiry continues 
today. 


Holiday costs 


Long-haul surcharge agreed

Twelve tour operators have 
been given permission to im¬ 
pose a surcharge on the cost of 
long-haul holidays'this sum¬ 
mer because of the rising cost 
of aviation fuel and the 
strength of the dollar. The 
extra cost to holidaymakers 
may range from £9 to £30 
each. 

Although the Association of 
British Travel Agents said that 
surcharges would be unlikely 
this year, the rising cost of jet 
fuel and fluctuations in the 
value of the pound have now 
forced it to approve increases 
of up to 10 per cent on 
thousands of holidays. More 
applications are expected tribe 
made to the special vetting 
unit which it has set up. 

The association based its 
confident claim on the feet 


that most big operators had 
given an unconditional guar¬ 
antee that they would not 
impose surcharges and there 
was a general agreement 
among its 700 members that 
they would bear the first 2 per 
cent of any rise. 

The increases are confined 
to long-haul holidays offered 
by tour operators who did not 
give the guarantee. Fuel prices 
rose steeply in the spring and, 
although now stabilized, air¬ 
lines are having , to pass on 
extra costs. 

Fuel takes a much bigger 
percentage of the cost of long¬ 
distance pa c k a ge holidays to 
destinations such as the 
Australia, the Caribbean and 
the Far East than to European 
resorts. The dollar has also 
risen sharply against the 


pound, so thousands of holi¬ 
days which were calculated 
months ago against a rate of 
about $1.70 should now cost 
more. 

Although each tour com¬ 
pany has submittedadififerent 
surcharge proposal — each of 
which is confidential — die 
amount will vary according to 
the cost of the holiday. Most 
big operators remain adamant 
that they will honour their 
“no-surcharge” g imn m tfe t h i s 
yean powerful operators such 
as Thomson, intasuu and 
Airtours were able to buy 
dollars and fori in advance. 
Smaller operators, with less 
economic muscle to force 
through agreements with air- 
fines and insufficient capital 
to buy-dollars in advance, 
have been hardest hit

Some irresponsible people are 
deliberately acquiring aggros- 
. sive dogs as mobile burglar 
alarms or macho virffity 
symbols.” 

The RSPCA is worried by 
the increased popularity of 
potentially aggressive breeds 
such as Rottweilers, Pit Bull 
Teniers and Dobermanns. 
“Too rainy people are keeping 
them for the wrong reasons. 
Uncontrolled dogs are a men¬ 
ace, and as has been shown in 
this case, potentially lethal.”

Private streets and I Scientists race against the sands of tiihi 


patrols proposed 
to reduce city crime

“Privatization” of streets with 
their own local security pat¬ 
rols and gates to block out 
traffic could cut crime, the 
Adam Smith Institute, the free 
market think tank, says today. 

More power to the people 
through local residents’ 
associations could be a key to 
the restoration of decaying 
city centres, Mr Nicholas El¬ 
liott, a researcher at the in¬ 
stitute, says in Streets Ahead. 

Councils would, nominally,' 
still own the streets but res¬ 
idents would exercise more 
control over them, Mr Elliott 
said yesterday. 

His report calls on the 
Government to help to fund 
the launch of six pilot 
schemes, in Birmingham, 
Bradford, Bristol, Glasgow, 
Manchester, and Clapham, 
south-west London. 

The report says that where 
undefined public areas make 
protection of property more 
difficult they should be vested 
in the control of the local 
residents' association. 

“The association should 
then be free to fence the area 
in. making it the clear prop¬ 
erty of the residents.’' Where 
the openness of the street was 
found to hinder security, the 
option of street cfosure should 
be available. 

As part of the crime-preven¬ 
tion clear-up. residents* 
groups should be encouraged 
to take action such as reinforc¬ 
ing doors, aligning shop fronts 
with the rest of the street to 


avoid nooks and crannies, and 
maintaining lights in lifts. 

The institute’s proposals 
take further the idea of 
neighbourhood watch and the 
Safer Cities programme, be¬ 
gun by the Government in 
March 1988. 

The Safer Cities programme 
involves local agencies with 
the police and the local au¬ 
thority in looking for crime- 
prevention measures. The 
proposals are also influenced 
by revolutionary projects in 
the United States. 

There, more than 90,000 
homeowners' associations 
now control their own streets 
and neighbourhoods. Some 
even operate their own Ore 
services and provide sewage 
disposal for their members. 

Mr Elliott does not suggest 
in the report that local groups 
in Britain should lake over the 
Tunning of services from 
councils. 

He says, however, that it 
would be consistent with the 
trends in local government for 
groups such as housing associ¬ 
ations to take on more respon¬ 
sibility for local services. 

The report says residents* 
groups are more innovative 
than the stale, more respon¬ 
sive to local circumstances 
and better reflect the demands 
of local people. 

They “can reduce local 
crime, raise property values, 
stop dilapidation, arrange the 
provision of local services, 
encourage neighbourly behav¬ 


iour and can maintain the 
quality of the local en¬ 
vironment." 

In Houston, Texas, the city 
council raises $4.5 million 
each year by selling streets to 
homeowners' associations. 

In St Louis, Missouri, more 
than 1,000 streets have be¬ 
come privately controlled on 
the initiative of their 
residents. 

Evidence shows that they 
have lower crime rates and 
higher house values than com¬ 
parable public streets. 

In Beaver Creek, Colorado, 
where there are problems whh 
air pollution, residents are 
warned to put out their fires 
by a red light in their house 
which flashes when pollution 
is bad. The rule is contained in 
the property covenants and 
can be enforced by the res¬ 
idents'association. 

More than 30 million 
Americans live in private 
cities, known as planned unit 
developments. 

At Quayside, a Miami ref¬ 
uge for South American exiles, 
high-rise luxury towers are 
surrounded by an elaborate 
security system, with only one 
entrance gate. 

The towers are ringed by a 
thick concrete wall, electronic 
beams, closed-circuit tele¬ 
vision, and patrolled by sec¬ 
urity guards.

Passport workers on strike

Severe delays in issuing pass¬ 
ports are expected to worsen 
after staff at the Liverpool 
passport office yesterday 
began an indefinite strike in a 
dispute over manning levels. 

Workers at Britain's four 
other passport offices, in 
London, Glasgow, Peter¬ 
borough and Newport, are due 
to take part in a 24-hour 
sympathy strike on Friday. 

The Home Office was last 
night working on emergency 
plans and said it hoped to 
have advice for the public by 
today. 

Passport offices nationally 
already have a backlog of 
500,000 passport applications. 
Staff at Liverpool blame man¬ 
power shortages and a defec¬ 
tive computerized processing 
system for their backlog. 

About 75,000applications a 
week have been handled na¬ 
tionally, with priority given to 
urgent cases. 

Non-urgent cases face de¬ 
lays of 68 working days at 
Liverpool. Belfast has a delay 
of only four working days, but 
it is 50 at Glasgow, 45 in 


Newport, 38 in Peterborough 
and 25 in London. 

In a ballot yesterday, 
Liverpool staff from the Qvil 
and Public Servants Associ¬ 
ation (CPSA) voted 87-2 in 
favour of an immediate all-out 
strike. 

They are demanding an 
increase of 77 in the perma¬ 
nent staff of 170 at the 
Liverpool office. Manage¬ 
ment has offered 45 extra 
staff. 

Nationally, the association 
is seeking 381 extra perma¬ 
nent passport staff but the 
manag ement has offered 158. 

Mr John MacCreadie, 
union general secretary, said: 
“We have been arguing for the 
last four years for extra staff in 
the Livernool passport office 
and also in the others in the 
UK. 

“This strike is in protest at 
the refusal of the passport 
management to provide suf¬ 
ficient extra staff and a proper 
computer system to enable the 
office to provide a decent 
service to the travelling pub¬ 
lic. Staff have reached the end 


of their tether.” Mr Chris¬ 
topher Johnson, branch sec¬ 
retary, appealed to more than 
300 people queueing for pass¬ 
ports not to blame the clerical 
staff for their action. 

He said that over the past 
six months staff had worked a 
seven-day week to cope with 
applications. 

“It has been a great effort 
but today staff have said they 
can no longer sustain that 
pressure.” 

Many people who had 
queued yesterday for up to 
four hours were sympathetic 
towards the action. 

Mr Brian Beddows, of New 
Mills, near Manchester, said: 
“If the queues are like this 
every day the staff must be 
suffering and I sympathize 
with than.” 

Mr Dairell Spink, of 
Norman ton, near Wakefield, 
West Yorkshire, has been 
waiting once February for his 
passport and is due to go on 
honeymoon to Barbados on 
Friday. “If I can't get this 
sorted out today my honey¬ 
moon’s up the spout,” be said. 


Fight ahead as Boeing lands

The first Boeing 747^100 to fly 
into Heathrow arrived on 
time yesterday as airlines and 
manufacturers prepared for a 
battle over who should pay for 
design changes demanded by 
European safety authorities. 

The Singapore Airlines 747 
made the record-breaking, 
non-stop flight from Singa¬ 
pore in 13 hours, 45 minutes. 


The aircraft, one of 14 
ordered by Singapore Airlines, 
is not affected by the squabble 
between the European 
airworthiness authorities and 
Boeing, because the Singapore 
authorities, which rely on 
guidance from the American 
Federal Aviation Administra¬ 
tion. have not insisted on 
changes. 


The number of inddents 
involving the risk of a mid-air 
collision rose sharply last 
summer, according to statis¬ 
tics published yesterday by the 
Civil Aviation Authority. 

Between May and August, 
there were six risk-bearing 
misses, compared with two in 
the same period in 1987. Seven 
aircraft were involved, com¬ 
pared with two the year before. 
Ten inddents were found to be 
potentially dangerous after in¬ 
vestigation in the fhst eight 
months of 1988, compared 
with 11 for the whole of 1987.

The Free Presbyterian Church 
of Scotland suffered a farther 
setback yesterday when its 
general treasurer resigned in 
protest at the chnrch synod's 
decision to ssspend Lord:

Mr Wiltiam Fraser win now 
join the breakaway Associated 
Presbyterian Churches. 

“I feel very sad to have to 
take this step after 30 years as 
general treasurer”, he said. 

“The events of last weekl 
have made It impossible for me 
to remain, although I will do 
all I can to ensure that 
immediate affairs are attended 
to.” 

Mr Fraser has been an elder 

of the Free Presbyterian 
Church of Scotland for 33 
yean, 31 of them in the 
congregation of St Jude’s, 
Glasgow. An accountant who 
now lives at Strath Errick/, 
near Inverness, be npset the 
right wing of the Free 
Presbyteriaas when he helped 
to raise a petition containing 
more than 1,000 names 
supporting Lord Mackay. 

He attempted to have it 
placed before the synod for 
consideration during its debate 
over Lord Mackay’s atten¬ 
dance at two Roman Catholic 
Requiem Masses, but the 
Synod refused to let it be 
submitted. 

The upshot was that the 
Synod asked Mr Fraser’s own 
kirk session in Inverness to 
consider his behaviour. Mr 
Fraser could have been disci¬ 
plined, although be would 
have appealed. “It would have 
gone on and <m right op to next 
year's Synod,” he said. 

Mr Fraser, who looked after 
all the church's financial mat¬ 
ters, said the suspension of 
Rev Alex Murray was “dread¬ 
ful”. Mr Moray was sus¬ 
pended after being deemed to 
have refused to repent after an 
earlier suspension imposed for 
asking a Roman Catholic 
priest to say prayers before a 
Highland Regional Council 
meeting. “There is a point 
when you can take no more,” 
said Mr Fraser, aged 67. 

The legal wrangle between 
the breakaway church and the 
Free Presbyterians will centre 
on which church can prove it 
upholds the original constitu¬ 
tion drawn up when the Free 
Presbyterians were formed at 
the end of last centra?. 

Property, churches and 
manses are owned by individ¬ 
ual congregations. Congrega¬ 
tions that leave to join the 
Associated Presbyterians will 
fay claim to the property, but a 
clause in the title deeds says 
that property wflj remain with 
those who continue fa uphold 
the constitution.

US system is rejected for Britain

Government calls for Britain's 
universities to become more 
like those in the United States 
may lead to lower academic 
standards, according to a re¬ 
port published yesterday. 

A survey of nine univer¬ 
sities and colleges on the east 
coast of America, by Her 
Majesty's Inspectorate of Edu¬ 
cation, concluded that the 
broad-based US bachelor’s de¬ 
gree system led to “lower 
levels of attainment” than in 
Britain. 


American courses empha¬ 
sized “communication skills”, 
personal and soda! dev¬ 
elopment, and "citizenship”, 
rather than in-depth know¬ 
ledge of a subject 
The inspectors said: “In 
specialist subject terms the 
educational attainment of the 


17 to 21-year-old group ap¬ 
pears to be lower than in the 
United Kingdom.” 

They also found that the 
American higher education 
system failed to attract a 
higher proportion of those 
between 18 and 34 in spite of 
an entry system designed to 
appeal to a wide range of 
people. 

The inspectors found that 
50 percent of Americans who 
started dqpee courses failed to 
graduate, compared with a 
one in five drop-out rate here. 
At one, unamed, college, only 
one student in ten had gradu¬ 
ated from a bachelor’s degree 
course. 


January called on British 
universities to emulate the 
“diversity and flexibility so 
evident across the Atlantic". 


The inspectors did find, 
however, that the “modular** 
design of American degree 
courses, in which students 
build up “credits” by taking 
short courses in a range of 
subjects, had broadened the 
social mix of students. They 
afro found there were more 
women and people from eth¬ 
nic minorities in US 
universities. 


The report's findings will 
not please Mr Kenneth Baker, 
the Secretary of State for 
Education and Science, who in 


In terms of cost to the 
taxpayer, British polytechnics, 
at the equivalent of $5,512 
per student, compared 
favourably with American col¬ 
leges where the average cost 
per student was $8^43 a 
year. British universities, how¬ 


ever, spend more per student 
ihan their American counter¬ 
parts, at $9,048. 

The report concluded that 
although standards in the US 
were lower, the American 
approach to the admission of ~ 
students and diversity of fund¬ 
ing were relevant to Britain if 
access and participation rates 
were to be increased. 

The inspectors urged min¬ 
isters to consider a simplified 
student loans scheme, mod¬ 
elled more dosely on the 
American system, with a sin¬ 
gle lender and interest rale ftfr 
all students and a 
siraigbtfoward repayment 
system.

In a move which partly 
reproduces government plans, 
the Labour document calls for 
on-the-job training to replace 
one-year post graduate teacher 
training courses. 


Lessons for the heads of first opt-out schools 


The headteachers of Britain’s first 14 
schools to opt out of local authority 
control are to be given three day’s 
intensive training in how to run their 
new-style schools. 

The Grant Maintained Schools Trust 
has asked the new training company 
formed by the National Association of 
Headteachers to run the courses in June 
and July (Our Education Staff write). 

Mr Michael Pipes, head of the City of 
Portsmouth Boys School and chief 
executive of the association’s Manage¬ 
ment Development Services, said that 


the courses would be for heads, bursars 
and possibly the chairman of governors. 
They would deal with marketing the 
school, running budgets, employment 
law and how to handle contracts and. 
lenders. 

• Mr Roy Hattersley, Labour Party 
deputy leader, yesterday praised the 
Archbishop of Westminster, rjardiwai 
Baal Hume, for refusing to appoint 
governors to a church school which 
wants to opt out 

Parents at the Cardinal Vaughan 
School, Kensington, west London, voted 


to opt out to save the school's sixth form 
from merger. 

However, no formal application for 
grant-maintained status can be made 
until 12 “foundation governors”, who 
will run the school after opting out, have 
been named. Cardinal Hume has 
refused to appoint the governors, saying 
that the bishops should decide the future 
of church schools. 

Mr Hattersley said: “Cardinal Hume 
will simply not allow one school to 
contract out and jeopardize the reorg¬ 
anization of other schools in the area.” 


Vauxhall by-election 


Labour ‘cannot rely on black vote’

Labour cannot rely on Vauxhall's 
substantial Mack vote to retain the south 
London constituency on June IS, 
Conservative and Democrat campaign¬ 
ers said yesterday. 

Mr John Patten, Minister of State at 
the Home Office, supporting Mr Mike 
Keegan, the Conservative candidate, 
said that 10 years ago Labour would have 
been right to take the ethnic minority 
vote in the area for granted. 

“I think the picture today has substan¬ 
tially changed, both for those of Afro- 
Caribbean and of Asian backgrounds,” 
he said. Black voters had moved away 
from issues such as immigration and 
were voting as any other British voters 
would, on issues such as education. 

Mr Keegan attacked Labour's record 
on crime prevention and hostility to the 
police in Lambeth. Lady Seem 1 , Demo¬ 


crat leader in the Lords, said Labour 
would be wrong to rely on the black vote. 

Mr Mike Tuffrey. the SLD candidate, 
made his theme at the party's press 
conference yesterday the record of 
Lambeth council and said that most 
appeals for help during his canvassing 
concerned that Labour-controlled local 
authority. 

Meanwhile, Vauxball residents will 
meet tonight at The Fridge in Brixton, 
south-west London, to choose an in¬ 
dependent black candidate for the by- 
election. 

Black activists within Labour’s local 
constituency party had favoured a black 
nominee for selection, but the national 
executive imposed Ms Kate Hoey as tire 
party's candidate. 

The Fridge meeting has been or¬ 
ganized by the People’s Movement for 
Electoral Justice, a body formal locally 
last week. Five Mack nominees have 


been confirmed as applicants for the 
movement’s candidature so far. 

All are from the constituency, al¬ 
though leaflets advertising tonight's 
meeting say specifically that the res¬ 
idence of the candidate is not relevant. 

They invite people “if you are a black 
man or woman” to come to the meeting 
to help to choose, or even to “nominate 
yourself”, as a candidate. All nominees 
must attend the meeting ami speak in 
support of their own candidature. 

The organizers say the nominees so far 
represent the views only of the exec¬ 
utives that selected them. They want 
residents to choose their own ranri»fct<n 
tonight.

Poll tax ‘unpaid by 500,000 Scots’

One in 10 Scots, more than 
half a million people, have not 
paid their community charge 
so far, according to the Scot¬ 
tish National Party. 

The nationalists also said 
that those who did pay the 
charge, which was introduced 
in Scotland last month, would 
see it double by the next 
general election. 

Mr Alex Neil. SNP can¬ 
didate in the Glasgow Central 
by-election, said that already 
there were 500,000 people 
who had not paid the tax. 

“Strathclyde still has a ma¬ 
jor problem even getting its 
payment books out. and 
people are having to queue for 
four hours to get their books 


or make payment,” he said. 
He said the party had high 
hopes of defeating the poll tax 
and said that it was justifiable 
to break an unjust law. Non¬ 
payment, be added, was simi¬ 
lar to “people power” in 
China and was an act of 
defiance against the Thatcher 
government. 


The Labour Party's policy is 
to oppose the change, but 
within the law. Party leaders 
said they did not want people 
to refuse payment and then 
find themselves in debL They 
said the SNP was trying to 
lead people into a battle they 
were unable to win. Yes¬ 
terday, Labour's Scottish 
fujeqlth spokesman, Mr Sam 


Galbraith, MP for Strathkd- 
vin and Bearsden, called on 
the Government to inject £2 
million a year to promote 
healthy living and prevent 
disease in Scotland. 

He said that the death rate 
from heart disease and strokes 
in Glasgow was 20 per cent 
above the Scottish average 
and SO per cent higher for 
cancer. 

Mr Allan Hogarth, the 
Conservative candidate, criti¬ 
cized the nationalists’ com¬ 
ment made in earlier in the 
week that they wanted to start 
a “forest fire" for indepen¬ 
dence by winning the by- 
election. “Pyromania may be. 
fan for some, but it would be 


disaster for the Scottish 
people," he said. 

Labour is defending a 
majority of more than 17.000, 
although the SNP is deter¬ 
mined to repeat its success at 
Go van last year. However, 
even if it only manages to 
drastically cut Labour's 
majority, it will be seen as a 
moral victory proving that Its 
message of independence 
within Europe has cau ght the 
imagination of Scots.

price for produce

A two-tier pricing system to 
cut the shop price of farm 
goods while still giving farm¬ 
ers a guaranteed income for 
limited amounts of produce 
was proposed yesterday by 
Mrs Barbara Castle, retiring 
Labour Euro-MP, and fellow 
members of the European 
Parliament farm committee. 


In a pamphlet at the open¬ 
ing of the Euro-dection cam¬ 
paign they attacked the 
?waste, extravagance and in¬ 
efficiency” of the common 
agricultural policy. 

The pamphlet produced by 
Mrs Castle, Mr David Morris, 
Labour MEP for Mid and 
West Wales and Mr George 
Stevenson, MEP for East 
Staffordshire, also suggests 
cash payments to smaller 
farmers to give them a living 
wage and special grants for 


fanners who protect and re¬ 
store the environment, with 
extra cash for otganic farming. 

Mrs Castle said: “We 
believe that a two-tier price 
system will encourage mixed 
and medium-scale fanning. It 
will discourage the intensive 
fanning that has severely 
damaged the environment 

“It will enable more people 
to settle on the land and 
concentrate public money on 
those who need it most It will 
stop the dumping of food 
mountains.” 


She added that the cost of a 
two-tier price system was 
manageable and would benefit 
most fanners more than the 
present policy, since all the 
money would go to farmers 
instead of nearly half being 
spent on storing surpluses and 
selling them at cut prices.

Hard bargaining yields compromise Kohl reassures Bush over loyalty 


Brussels (Renter) — Eight hours of late- 
night bargaining over beer and sand¬ 
wiches in a stuffy conference room held 
the key to Nato’s breakthrough on short- 
range nuclear arms. 

Alliance leaders ordered their foreign 
ministers to skip an official banquet on 
Monday night and hammer out a 
compromise. When foe 16 ministers 
finished in the early hours of yesterday, 
dishevelled and drained, they had virtu¬ 
ally tied up an agreement to a problem 
that has dogged Nato for two years. 

“They were the toughest negotiations I 
think I have ever attended,” said Herr 
Jurgen Chrobog. the spokesman for Herr 
Hans-Dietrich Genscher, the West Ger¬ 
man Foreign Minister and one of the key 
participants. When Herr Genscher en¬ 


tered the talks at Nato Headquarters at 5 
pm m Monday, his caUs for early talks to 
reduce short-range radar weapons were 
opposed by the United States and 
Britain. 

But diplomats said Mr James Baker, 
the US Secretary of State, quickly puffed 
back Grom a hardline position and 
bargaining became a battle between Herr 
Geuscber and his British opposite num¬ 
ber. Sir Geoffrey Howe. The British 
Government had staunchly opposed the 
idea of talks on short-range nodear 
missiles. 

“The atmosphere remained very co¬ 
operative throughout. Howe is a very 
calm person and Genscher himself is 
very disciplined. There was no antago¬ 
nism. I can say that personal relations 


were unchanged when the evening was 
over,” Herr Chrobog said. 

He there were earty difficulties 
over Britain's insistence that Nato 
co mm i t itself to modernizing short-range 
weapons in 1992—a stance subsequently 
softened in barga faring. Sir Geoffrey 
finally conceded that the talks could be 
linked to progress in talks in Vienna to 
cut conve nti onal forces, but the debate 
then tinned on when such progress would 
be accomplished. 

“There were lots of moments when the 
talks appeared dose to collapse,” Heir 
Chrobog said.

We still 
look forward to the full im¬ 
plementation of the an¬ 
nounced changes in priorities 
in the allocation of economic 
resources from the military to 
the civilian sector. If sus¬ 
tained, the reforms will 
strengthen prospects for fun¬ 
damental improvements in 
East-West relations.

We want to overcome the 
painful division of Europe, 
which we have never ac¬ 
cepted.

Based on today’s momentum 
of increased co-operation and 
tomorrow’s common chal¬ 


lenges, we seek to shape a new 
political order of peace in 
Europe— 

The Alliance's long-term

Call to Russians for unilateral reduction 


Brussels (Renter) - Following is the 
passage on short-range nuclear forces 
in Nato's “Comprehensive concept of 
arms control and disarmament” 
agreed by the 16 allies yesterday: 

In view of the huge superiority of the 
Warsaw Pact in terms of short-range 
nuclear missiles, the Alliance calls 
upon the Soviet Union to reduce 
unilaterally its short-range missile 
systems to the current levels within 
the integrated military structure. 

The Alliance reaffirms that at the 
negotiations on conventional stability 
it pursues the objectives oE The 
establishment of a secure and stable 
balance of conventional forces at 
lower levels; the elimination of dis¬ 
parities prejudicial to stability and 
security, and; the elimination as a 
...high priority of the capability for 
launching surprise attack and for 
initiating large-scale offensive action. 

In keeping with its arms control 
objectives formulated in Reykjavik in 


1987 and reaffirmed in Brussels in 
1988, the Alliance states that one of its 
highest priorities in negotiations with 
the East is reaching an agreement on 


East Berlin (Reuter) - East Germany 
said yesterday that the American 
proposals on conventional arms were a 
move In the right direction but that 
such cuts would make talks on short- 
range nuclear forces all the more 
necessary. The Foreign Ministry 
spokesman, Herr Wolfgang Meyer, 
said East Germany welcomed any step 
that offered progress on limiting or 
reducing arms, adding: “At any rate 
this is an initiative In the right 
direction.”

Tbe 
sooner we end the talks, the 
sooner we can proceed to 
disarmament” However, he 
was worried about the “prac¬ 
tical weaknesses” of a rapid 
conclusion. 

“It is necessary to examine 
everything in detail and at an' 
experts’ level Only then will it 
be possible to toll how long it 
will take to arrive at mutually 
acceptable solutions.** 

He added that the Nato 
summit conclusions on short- ■ 
range nuclear weapons would 
not deter the Soviet Union 
from insisting that such 
disarmament talks should get 
underway.

Gorbachov reveals 

billion bill 
defence 


Caught in a political storm 




Moscow (Renia^ AP)- Presi¬ 
dent Gorbachov broke the 
silence on Soviet . defence 
Spending yesterday, and pro¬ 
mised wide-ranging -domestic 
rpforms, including an end to 
official- privileges -and the 
^botition of some, ministries. 

'j~Addressing the inaugural 
session of the new Congress of 
people's Deputies, he said that 
Moscow would spend 773 
biDiou-roubles (equivalent to 
about£81 billion) on defence 
ip the current financial year. 
The figure, amounting to 
about IS per cent .of stale 
spending, underlines Mr 
Gorbachov’s priority — the 
itelease of funds and wrhnirai 
expertise for the struggling 
civilian sector. 

‘To people who have gone 
through a difficult war... our 
Soviet. Army remains im¬ 
portant," he declared, adding: 
"But in the world today, it is 
possible to achieve security 
through diplomatic means. 
This makes it possible to cut 
ijpilltary expenditure without 
any damage to the defence 
capability of the country.” 

1 Mr Gorbachov said that 
freezing military spending in 
1$87 had saved 10 bimon 
roubles, and be promised a 
further 14 per cent cut over 
the next two years. 

: The previous official Soviet 
figure - for defence spending 
had been .given as 20 billion 
roubles since 1984, but (he 
West saw this as hugely 
underestimated. 

The President called for 
radical measures "to wrench 
the country out of its eco¬ 
nomic quagmire” by improv¬ 
ing the supply of goods and 
services on the Soviet market 
through a redistribution of 
resources and an emergency 
saving programme. 

He said individual enter¬ 
prises, mists, shareholding 
societies. and co-operatives 
should become the main 
forces in the Soviet economy 
rather than ministries. 

Mr Gorbachov, hinting that 
economic planning ministries 
might be phased out, said that 
enterprises should set up their 
own managerial bodies to 
formulate production policies 
and “eventually substitute for 
ministries”. 

Referring to the .often 
heated debates since die Con¬ 
gress session began last Thurs¬ 
day, Mr Gorbachov said the 
clashes of opinion reflected 
contradictions in society and 
showed the success of peres¬ 
troika. “It is quite natural to 


say that an open examination 
and analysis of all issues 
makes it possible for our 
society to go over to a 
confrontational position to 
rectify them,” he said. Much 
work lay ahead for the Con¬ 
gress, including passing about 
JO lam and proposals for a 
new Soviet constitution. 

Translations of parts of the 
President's speech, issued by 
Radio Moscow, were: 

• THE ECONOMY: Natu¬ 
rally we cannot expect im¬ 
mediate changes in this sphere 
of life. We must concentrate 
all of our efforts and attention 



Mr Gorbachov: Security can 

come through diplomacy, 
to, in a very short period of 
time, solve the most vital 
problems. This is one of the 
most crucial problems of the 
Congress and the Supreme 
Soviet and the new Govern¬ 
ment . _ The idea of working 
in this field is to turn the 
economy to the people, to give 
proper conditions of living 
and working to the people. 

• ECOLOGY: Life also re¬ 
quires a solution to ecological 
problems. The situation there 
is very alarming. In more than 
a hundred cities of the coun¬ 
try, the harmful material in 
the air is very dangerous. We 
must take care of our water 
resources, and the forests. 

Once more I would like to 
say that all our plans and 
drafts must be checked for 
ecological purity. Also con¬ 
cerning the b uilding of canals, 
atomic stations, chemical 
e n terprises, they. must . be 
checked for ecological purity. 

• BUDGET CUTS: We win 
have ta adopt difficult but 
necessary conditions. We 
have to start somewhere, and 
some things we have to turn 
down. We must strictly adhere 
to the rule that the volume of 


capital investments must 
correspond to the capacities 
that we have, that is the 
material and labour resources. 
Only in this way can we put an 
end to the eruption of 
construction by the different 
ministries. 

Another source of resources 
to improve our social pro¬ 
gramme is to cut down our 
military expenditures, to 
make conversions connected 
to the potential of the defence 
industries for civic needs. 

• LEGAL REFORM: Every¬ 
thing that has to be done in the 
coming stags is movement 
towards creation of a socialist 
legal state. This encompasses 
many democratic regulations 
... First and foremost we have 
the legal protection of the 
individual, to give the citizen 
all the rights and naturally... 
fulfil his obligations in rela¬ 
tion to the state. AO our 
measures integral to our legal 
state and its legacy should be 
measured by the main cri¬ 
terion: What do they give the 
Soviet people? General wel¬ 
fare cannot be built on an 
upjust approach to even one 
citizen. 

• ETHNIC RELATIONS: 
We have inherited a very 
harsh legacy. Sometimes na¬ 
tionality interests were ig¬ 
nored or they were wiped out. 
Sooner or later they have to 
come to the fore, they have to 
erupt,, and now we see the 
whole truth and we have to 
rectify the distortions. 

Speculating on thee diffi¬ 
culties, some dements try to 
worsen the situation and this 
led to excesses in some of the 
republics and tragic events 
with the loss of human life. 
Permit me from this rostrum, 
the first rostrum of the Con¬ 
gress of People's Deputies, to 
express our deep sorrow at the 
death of innocent people. This 
must not be repeated. 

• FOREIGN RELATIONS: 
Where would we be if we had 
remained in the positions of 
the past? International ten¬ 
sions have relaxed. There is no 
direct danger of a nuclear war. 
People look each other in the 
eyes and they see it is incon¬ 
gruous to maintain these dan¬ 
gers and hostility... 

We all see that Soviet- 
American relations are of 
prime importance for world 
policy. We are prepared to 
work together with the United 
States on a stable and de¬ 
pendable basis and to move 
forward combining our ideas 
and efforts. 


Warsaw Pact offers to cut 
forces in Central Europe 


Vienna (Renter) — The War¬ 
saw Pact offered yesterday to 
slash by about half its troops 
and conventional arms sta¬ 
tioned in Central Europe. 

East Germany’s chief dele¬ 
gate to the Vienna talks on 
Conventional Forces _ in 
Europe suggested new ceilings 
close to those already tabled 
by the West. 

Herr Klaus-Dieter Ernst 
told a news conference: “If the 
political will is there, and that 
seems to be the case on both 
sides, we could reach an 
agreement in a relatively short 
time.” 

He was speaking a day after 
President Bush offered a 20 
per cent cut in American 
combat troops stationed in 
Europe and agreed for the first 
time to discuss aircraft and 
helicopters m the first phase of 
the Vienna talks. 

Heir Ernst said the pro¬ 
posals, if confirmed, “would 
be a big step in the right 
direction”. 

Asked what son of cuts this 
r ep resented, he told reporters: 
“We are talking about cuts of 


approximately SO per cent in 
all categories.” 

The seven-nation com¬ 
munist alliance had already 
set out figures for two Other 
zones in Europe, but had left 
open the densely militarized 
Central European sector 
which Nalo sees as the most 
likely target- for a surprise 
attack. 

.Under the Warsaw Pact’s 
new proposals the totals on 
both sides in Central Europe 
would be set at 570,000 
troops, 420 strike aircraft, 800 
helicopters, -8,700 tanks, 7,600 
artillery pieces and 14,500 
armoured troop carriers. 

Both sides should aim to 
reach these targets by 1996 or 
1997, the East German chief 
delegate said in his statement 

Nato has proposed ceilings 
of 8,000 tanks, 4,300 artillery 
and 11,000 armoured ve¬ 
hicles. It has yet to set figures 
for aircraft and helicopters, 
since as recently as last Thurs¬ 
day Western delegates to the 
Vienna talks were still insist¬ 
ing on their exclusion from the 
talks. Nalo has argued that the 


first phase of the talks should 
concentrate on weapons sys¬ 
tems capable of taking and 
holding territory, such as 
tanks and artillery. The War¬ 
saw Pact has pressed from the 
beginning for air systems to be 
also included. 

A Nato delegate welcomed 
the new proposals, saying they 
provided the missing link in 
the overall disarmament pic¬ 
ture. “Now we can really 
compare both proposals,” he 
told journalists. 

The East German delegate 
said the slightly higher Soviet 
Woe figures were partly ex¬ 
plained by different inter¬ 
pretations of what constitutes 
Central Europe. 

Nalo sees it as Belgium, 
West Germany, Luxembourg, 
The Netherlands, East Ger¬ 
many, Poland and Czecho¬ 
slovakia. The Warsaw Pact 
wants it to include Hungary 
and Denmark as wetL 

Herr Ernst said he did not 
believe the differing views 
over the zone would present a 
serious problem in the present 
round of talks. 


Power struggle in Hungary 

Reformer seeks leadership

Mr Imre Pozsgay, the leading 
Hungarian reformer, has pre¬ 
dicted that Mr Karoly Grosz, 
the Communist Party chief, 
will be ousted later this year. 
He also made public his own 
candidacy for the leadership. 

His remarks, daring a visit 
to West Berlin, opened the 
prospect that Hungary's lea¬ 
dership struggle will be con¬ 
ducted with relative openness, 
which would be on usual in 
Easton Europe. Mr Grosz 
came to power a year ago when 
Mr Janos Karfar was dis¬ 
missed, Iwtf has been losing 

popularity. 

The Central Committee yes¬ 
terday agreed to demands tor a 

national congress in the au¬ 
tumn, a year earlier than 
scheduled. A party chairman 
and a general secretary would 
be elected before the meeting, 
ready to preride over tt. 

Responding to suggestions 
that Mr Grosz would offer to 


step down, a party spokesman 
said he did not know if the 
party leadin’ intended to stand 
for nomination. But he added 
that Mr Grosz had told the 
Central Committee he had “no 
ambitions to power, and could 
Imaging himself in any post as 
a modest party worker”. 

Diplomatic sources said this 
meant Mr Pozsgay's chances 
of being chosen were high. 

He is seen as the only senior 
figure in the Hungarian 
Socialist Workers Party ca¬ 
pable of reaching an agree¬ 
ment 0 B reforms with opp¬ 
osition parties- 

Mr Pozsgay has told col¬ 
leagues that rather than be 
appointed General Secretary, 
he would prefer to become 
president, with strong exec¬ 
utive powers. But in public he 
has only hinted at this. 

Mr Pozsgay would radically 
change Hungary's political 
direction if given the opportn- 


nity. In an interview with 
Radio Free Europe this week 
be said he would like the party 
to develop along West Euro¬ 
pean socialist or social-demo¬ 
cratic tines. He believes it 
should cease to dominate the 
country and take a secondary 
role. 

He would speed up Hun¬ 
gary’s links with the West and 
non-atigned nations, which are 
already developing quickly. 

In another development, the 
party yesterday declared that 
Imre Nagy, Hungary's Prime 
Minister during the 1956 
uprising, was a victim of a 
show trial. The move came

A party spokesman said the 
Central Committee had agreed 
that Nagy's execution had 
been unlawful and that~never 
again can it be allowed that a 
life be sacrificed because of 
political differences”. 



Peronists urge 
early switch to 
interim leader

Two ethnic Turkish children who were among 
hundreds expelled from Bulgaria in the wake 
of ethnic riots against forced assimilation, 
sitting atop their possessions in a Vienna 
refi&ee centre awaiting transfer to Turkey. 

Mr- Turgut Ozal, the Turkish Prime 
Minister, yesterday called for negotiations 
with Bulgaria to hammer out an immigr ati on 
agreement that would allow ethnic Turks In 
Bulgaria to come to Turkey (AP reports). 


President Zhivkov of Bulgaria, reacting to 
growing ethnic Turkish unrest, called mi 
Turkey on Monday to open its borders to all 
“Bulgarian Muslims” who want to go there. 

“Our borders are always open,” said Mr 
OzaL adding that Bulgaria had rejected a 
Turkish proposal in 1988 for an immigration 
accord. “They are sending our ethnic brothers 
out witfa only (me suitcase. What happened to 
their lands, their other goods?” he asked. 


A nationwide state of siege 
appeared to have restored 
order yesterday after 24 hours 
of looting in the city of 
Rosario, while the unrest 
sparked by serious inflation 
provided a new impetus for an 
early transfer of power to the 
opposition Peronisi move¬ 
ment. 

President-elect Senor Carlos 
Menem, due to take office on 
December 10. said yesterday 
that a possible transition for¬ 
mula would be for President 
Radi Alfonsin and Vice-Presi¬ 
dent Victor Martinez to resign 
and allow his brother. Senator 
Eduardo Menem, to act as 
interim president until De¬ 
cember. 

Senor Eduardo Menem, if 
named provisional president 
of the Senate, would follow the 
President and Vice-President 
in the presidential line of 
succession. 

The leader of the Peronist 
movement, who is to meet 
Seflor Alfonsin tomorrow, 
backed the stale of siege 
decreed by the President on 
Monday which allows police 
to detain suspects without a 
warrant. Senor Menem de¬ 
scribed the situation as “very 
serious”, but not sufficiently 
bad to bring forward the 
December inauguration date. 

Police maintained a tense 
vigil yesterday in Rosario. 
Argentina's third largest city 
195 miles north-west of the 
capital, where streets were 
returning to normal after un¬ 
controlled looting last week 
which left at least three people 
dead, several dozen injured 
and 500 detained. Isolated 
looting was also reported on 
Monday in the industrial belt 
surrounding the Argentinian 
capital. 

In the capital yesterday, the 
ruling Radical Party and 
Peronists set aside differences 


on how to tackle soaring 
inflation and agreed to call a 
special session of Congress to 
approve the 30-day nation¬ 
wide state of siege — the 
second time since taking office 
that Senor Alfonsin has re¬ 
sorted to the measure. 

Witnesses to the Rosario 
looting said that in most cases, 
an advance team would arrive 
in vehicles at the store to be 
looted, signalling to shanty¬ 
town dwellers when to begin, 
and then leave them on their 
own. Vehicles were also seen 
moving through shanty towns 
using megaphones to an¬ 
nounce that supermarkets 
were “giving away food”. 

Women and children were 
used to lead the attacks, in 
most cases preventing police 
and armed store owners from 
firing into the crowd. Police 
sources said some of those 
arrested included members of 
the Trotskyist Movement To¬ 
wards Socialism.

Britons take French lesson on urban renewal

Following in the footsteps of the 
Prince of Wales, a high-powered 
delegation from his favourite inner- 
city revival concern yesterday tra¬ 
mped diligently around the area of 
Montparnasse designated as a Pa¬ 
risian showpiece. 

This project had evidently caught 
the royal eye during his official visit 
to France last November, and it was at 
his own suggestion that a dozen or so 
members of Business in the Commu¬ 
nity made the trip to see how the 
French set about their urban regenera¬ 
tion. In search of good ideas on the 
theme of “urban villages,” the delega¬ 


tion, led by Sir Hector Laing. chair¬ 
man of United Biscuits, put 
themselves in the enthusiastic hands 
of the office of the Maine. 

The Montparnasse development 
begun in the mid-1960s, was aimed at 
reviving what had become a severely 
run down, though lively and cheerful 
enough, slice of the 14th arrondisse- 
mcnl. Now about three-quarters com¬ 
plete, it accurately reflects the 
consensus that has emerged within 
France about the right way to blend 
“social” bousing projects with an 
overall upgrading of facilities and still 
retain the best of the sense of 
neighbourhood and community that 
previously existed. 

The concept of the urban village is 


dearly international, and as Sir Hec¬ 
tor emphasized, the free exchange of 
ideas and different approaches to 
confronting a common problem is 
what the Prince of Wales has been 
arguing for some years. 

To the unqualified outsider, the 
Montparnasse project certainly seems 
to have much to commend it The 
city's planning authorities were orig¬ 
inally leaning towards high-rise apart¬ 
ment blocks, but conduded event¬ 
ually that the people who had to live 
there would prefer something that 
retained the general feeling of the 
original 19th century quartier. 

Thus, the size, more especially the 
height, of all buildings is strictly 
limited in relation to the width of 


streets and careful attention is paid to 
distances between each block. Shops 
and cafes are encouraged on the 
ground floors and the whole area is 
dotted with gardens, patios, little 
squares and pedestrian precincts. 

Ah, but does it work? When Prince 
Charles made his rapid lour of the 
development some residents told 
journalists that the Bon Chic. Bon 
Gendre set — the well-connected, 
beautiful people—were moving in on 
what is fast becoming a very desirable 
address. The Maine insists that 
around half the original inhabitants 
have stayed put and that strict means 
testing secures an appropriate share of 
the available housing for the poorest 
members of the community.

The dampdown On the media 
probably offers a taste of things to 
come.

Statue revives flagging Peking campaign 


Peking' students successfully 
revived interest in their flag¬ 
ging campaign. for more 
democracy yesterday by erect¬ 
ing a 30-ft high itplica of the 
Statue of Liberty in the middle 
of Tiananmen Square. 

But construction of the 
statue through the eariy hours 
of yesterday- morning co¬ 
incided with the first reported 
arrests in the Chinese capital 
since martial law was imposed 
10 days ago. 

The official Peking Daily 
yesterday reported that three 
people had been arrested in 
connection with the recent 
demonstrations in Peking. 
The three, who were not 
identified, are all believed to 
be workers and to include a 
leader of the unofficial union 
formed during the protests..

voluntary withdrawal from 
the square planned for yes¬ 
terday would take place. By 
midnight more than 100,000 
people had gathered. 

Loudspeaker announce¬ 
ments from foe authorities 
shouted that the statue had 
been iUc^atty erected in the 
square in contravention of a 
1981 city regulation, and 
should be removed 
immediately. China, the 
announcement said, was not 
America; but even in America 
people would not be allowed 
to .build statues outride Con¬ 
gress. Such is now the general 
contempt for the authorities; 
however, that the huge crowd 
only laughed. 

The statue took students 
from the Peking Institute of 
Art three days to build in the 
precinct of their college, and 
nearly 10 hours to reconstruct 
on the square, but at no stage 
did foe authorities intervene. 

Through the eariy hours of 
Tuesday morning, foe 20 or so 
students engaged in the 
construction work were 
cheered on by a growing 
crowd of interested 
bystanders.

Egypt cracks down on drug problem

The millions of foreign tour¬ 
ists .and businessmen dating 
Egypt every 'year will soon 
find foeir entry visas stamped 
with the grim warning.“Exe- 
' cation lor drug, deafen and 
smugglers.” It is part of a 
draconian, new campaign 
against the most serious drugs 
problem in the Middle East 

The announcement was 
■made yesterday by Mr Farouk 
Seif al-Nasr, foe Justice Min¬ 
ister, who said that foe first 27 
offenders due to be executed 
under a. new draft.law 'which 
introduced'the death penalty 
for those convicted of cultivat¬ 
ing, smuggling or trading 
drags, have had their sen¬ 
tences referred to foe Muslim 
Grand Mufti of Egypt- This is 
one of the last stages before 
execution is carried out 

The Justice Minister, who is 
collaborating on the campaign 
whh Major-General Zaki 
Badr, the hardline Interior 
Minister, stated that court 
sittings would be extended 
during the summer to assist 
foe pursuit of drag-related 
cases and that special crash 
courses in foe new anti-drugs 
legislation would be organized 
forjudges, prosecutors, police¬ 
men and Customs officials. 

Under the new law now 
bang rushed through die Peo¬ 
ple’s Assembly prison terms 
for drag offences will be 


increased and fines will start 
at £12,500 instead of £1,250 —. 
the current minimum. Pro¬ 
vision will be introduced en¬ 
abling foe Government to 
nationalize any -land being 
used for narcotic plants. 

According , to officials, foe 
death penalty will be widely 
applied and wiU be used 
against foreigners as well as 
Egyptian nationals. The new 
measures have been moti¬ 
vated by figures which show 
that last year, Egyptian police 
seized 7351b of heroin com¬ 
pared with only 17 lib in 1987. 
They fear that over 10 times 
that amount is being smuggled 
into the country annually. 

In recent years Egypt, with 
its population of 54 million, 
has become an increasing 
domestic drags consumer as 
wefl as a transit point for 
shipments beading to Europe 
and foe US from Lebanon and 
South-East Asa. 

Medical experts. estimate 
that some 30,000 Egyptians 
are a ddi c ted to heroin, which 
is often sold openly in the 
teeming slums of Cairo where 
crumbling tenements known 
to house drag dealers have 
been covered in posters 
marked with a macabre skull 
and crossbones and warning 
against “white poison”. 

As part of the anti-drugs 
drive, which Western observ¬ 


ers believe is not unlike the 
one recently introduced in 
Iran, the semi-official Cairo 
media now regularly highlight 
horror storiesof the effects of 
drug abuse. •

concerned Abdo, an Egyptian 
clothes merchant, who tried to

It became a national 
issue two years ago when the 
popular television actor, Fa¬ 
rouk al-Fishawi, confessed 
publicly that he was receiving 
treatment for heroin addic¬ 
tion. Four other of the coun¬ 
try's most popular entertain¬ 
ers were arrested at a drugs 
orgy in a luxury Cairo apart¬ 
ment fast month.

English — a word of warning

All over Europe, 
a mastery of 


English is seen as 
the key to the 
doors of success 
in commerce 
and industry, 
George Hill 
reports. But there 
are dangers in 
arrogant refusal 
to talk to our 
neighbours 
in their own 
languages 


I t is becoming easier day by 
day for the British to .swagger 
about Europe as they always 
have done, expecting to be 
understood everywhere 
without having to offer a 
“Scud" or a “Verzeihen Sie“ by 
way of apology for their historic 
ineptitude at languages. 

But the easier it becomes, the 
more the complacent monoglot 
should feel a twinge of alarm, as 
well as shame. For the upsurge in 
the learning of English throughout 
Europe in the 1980s has not come 
about to smooth the path of the 
tourist from Gatwick, but because 
the English language is becoming 
too precious for competitors to 
leave mastery of it to the English. 

It is a chcb£ of our lime that 
English is becoming a colossus 
among languages, dominating its 
rivals through a kind of inexorable 
market process. It is true that 
English is becoming the main key 
to international communication, 
but doors are only half-open to the 
English speaker who does not have 
another language. 

Only two out of five British 
schoolchildren study any foreign 
language. In France and Germany 
twice as many do so, and their 
curricula ensure that language stu¬ 
dents devote significantly more 
time to the subject 



A survey in November 1987 by 
Eurobarometer, which carries out 
- polls in community countries for 
the European Commission, found 
that English did not even top the 
list in Europe as the lan gimy most 
commonly spoken In the borne. 
Native Ge rman speakers make up 
the hugest numbers. Then come 
English, French and Italian dose 
behind. 

The same survey also ask«i 
where English was most often 
“spoken correctly*' outside the 
United Kingdom. Denmark and 
the Netherlands topped the league, 
with rates of about 50 per cent 
Germany came next, with about 
one-third, and then France, with 
about one-fifth, with other partner 
countries still further behind. By 
implication, English would be an 
ineffident means of getting a 
message across to two Gomans in 
three, and four Frenchmen out of 
five. 

English is almost certainly more 
widely learnt as a foreign language 
today than in 1987, but the 
proportion of those using has their 
own tongue is unlikely to have 
fhy n g prt much. Such Things dlBIlg P 
only slowly. 

As EC member countries be¬ 
come increasingly aware of the 
imminence of closer integration, 
demand for English instruction has 


greatly increased. This is particu¬ 
larly so in France, where the 
number of adults taking courses 
has benefited from a law which 
obliges all businesses with 10 or 
more employees to devote at least 
1.2 per cent of wage costs to some 
form of training. 

In Troyes, a moderately-sized 
town 90 miles east of Pans, the 
Centre cTEtude des Langues has 
increased its number of English 
teachers from three to 20 since 
1984. Major local employers such 
as the champagne producers Moet 
cl Chandon, which has 2400 
workers, hope that eventually all 
their employees will be able to 
speak English. 

This approach marks a signifi¬ 
cant change which is being brought 
about by the elimination of trade 
barriers. In the past, facility in 
languages was seen as desirable for 
specialists and senior members of 
staff. But its usefulness in eveiy 
comer of a company’s operations is 
becoming increasingly apparent, 
from middle-management to the 
receptionists who will be answering 
more and more calls from abroad, 
and the warehousemen who win 
have to greet lorries bringing 
merchandise from Britain. 

• “There has been a considerable 
advance in the awareness of indus¬ 
trialists of the need for English,” 


says Tony Shaw, bead of a British 
Council unit which has been 
researching the implications of 
1992 for language training. “Our 
own language schools in Europe 
have expanded rapidly in the last 
few years, but demand has grown 
so much that we are concerned 
about unrecognized schools, where 
standards are not always as high, 
stepping in to take advantage of it” 

T he British Conned, 
most of whose instruc¬ 
tors are native English 
speakers, has more 
than 50 teaching cen¬ 
tres abroad, ail of 
which have to be financially self- 
supporting. “Increasing demand is 
pushing down the average age of 
students,” says David Willis, dep¬ 
uty director of the coundFs group 
responsible for the management of 
language schools in Europe. “Tra¬ 
ditionally. the majority of them 
have been in their late teens or 
early twenties. Now one of the 
fastest-growing demands is for 
classes for schoolchildren. 

“Language teaching is a very 
volatile profession. People are 
experimenting with new methods 
all the time. There are more visual 
aids coming into the classroom, 
and computers are giving us new 


ways of getting people to use the 
language actively, with strategy 
games and management simula¬ 
tions which provide a context for 
them to argue, write reports and 
work things out” 

Shaw says that the EC member 
country in which demand for 
English is growing most rapidly is 
Spain. This is partly because 
comparatively few people there 
speak the language — a legacy of 
Spain's isolation in the Franco era 
— as well as its accession only 
recently to the community. In Italy 
interest has been rising more 
slowly, while in Greece the ob¬ 
stacles to the expansion of English 
leaching are much greater. 

The met that a country so small 
geographically should produce a 
language so dominant internation¬ 
ally, has created natural resent¬ 
ments and fears in other member 
countries. 

“These feelings are very much 
underlined by the fact that the 
British do not learn foreign lan¬ 
guages — something which is seen 
as arrogance,” Shaw says. “It is an 
issue which is very much fraught 
Recently I went to an international 
meeting in Vienna, at which it had 
been agreed in advance that the 
proceedings would be conducted in 
English. But a French delegate 
insisted on speaking French. These 


feelings are not confined to the 
French. I remember another meet¬ 
ing where one of the joint chairmen 
insisted on speaking Portuguese, 
and another where a sub-com¬ 
mittee who were almost all Ger¬ 
man speakers were obliged by the 
rules to get along in French.” 

Speakers of minority languages 
are often less concerned about a 
perceived hegemony of English 
than about a joint hegemony of 
English and French. After the 
decline of Latin as an international 
language 300 years ago, French 
took over literally as the “lingua 
franca” of diplomatic and cultural 
exchange. But English, by becom¬ 
ing the language of a superpower, 
the United States, and the imperial 
language of the British Empire, has 
in many ways supplanted French 
in its turn. (It appears, incidentally, 
that in Europe the dialect that is in 
demand is almost exclusively 
“English" English, rather than 
American, in spile of the decline of 
empire.) 

F rench nationals are 
paradoxical in their atti¬ 
tudes to these develop¬ 
ments. Until recently, 
they have been mark¬ 
edly less ready than the 
Germans to condescend to speak 
other languages. But no other 
people are such magpies for turns 
of phrase from abroad. Neither are 
they so insistent in their attempts 
to turn back the tide adminis¬ 
tratively. 

“They love being in the swim," 
says John Ardagh, author of the 
book The French. “Silly, garbled 
anglicisms come into fashion and 
go out again, not because of any 
admiration for things British or 
American, but out of love of 
novelty. Then the purists ful¬ 
minate; they even attempt lo ban 
foreign borrowings by law, in some 
contexts such as advertising.” 

The French writer and journalist 
Philippe Daudy, who is not at all in 
sympathy with his country's ped¬ 
ants in this matter, points out that 
their worst fears are misplaced. “It 
is a fact that today English will 
become the first language of the 
world for international commu¬ 
nication. and also that French will 
be the second, and Spanish the 
third. It is reasonable and right to 
protect the French language, but it 
is absurd to pretend that it can be 
what it was in the 18th century, 
when France was the most power¬ 
ful and prosperous nation in the 
world." 

The tendency of the big battal¬ 
ions to increase their domination 
in a world of increasingly intense 
intercommunications is a threat to 
all languages except the very 
largest The EC educational pro¬ 
gramme “Lingua”, which has been 
partially side-tracked by British 
opposition, sought to mitigate the 
trend by encouraging pupils lo 
study a second foreign la n guage. 
Where only one is studied, it is 
almost bound to be English or 
French. In this league, even Ger¬ 
man rates as a minority language. 

Our own advantage in speaking 
“the first language of the worid” 
carries with it the temptation of 
trying to gel by on it by itself. It 
enables its speakers to make them¬ 
selves understood all over the 
world. But to communicate at 
more than a superficial level, one 
must speak to one’s partners in the 
language in which they think and 
feel.

Morocco finds its 
900ft mosque a 
mixed blessing 


Among the Atlantic waves off 
the coast of Casablanca, a 
workforce of 2JSOO is laboer- 
ing against die dock to com¬ 
plete one of the most grandiose 
buildings of modern times. 

The Hassan II mosque, the 
third largest in the world, will 
have cost £325 million by (be 
time its 900ft minaret is 
topped by a laser beamed 
towards Mecca. 

As Arab leaders gather in 
emergency sessions in the port 
dty, an apparently doomed 
attempt is being made to 
complete the French-designed 
edifice by July 9, the sixtieth 
birthday of King Hassan U of 
Morocco, after whom it is 
named. 

With a prayer room capable 
of holding more titan 25,000 
worshippers, the mosque is 
claimed by Moroccans to be 
smaller only than those of 
Mecca and Medina. In addi¬ 
tion to the workers on site, 
another 10,000 are busy mak¬ 
ing mosaics, carving wood and 
polishing the slabs of rose 
marble with which tire con¬ 
crete walls will be faced. 

But tire gigantic building, 
begun more than 19 months 
ago, is a source of resentment 
as well as pride among or¬ 
dinary Moroccans, 12 million 
of whom contributed to meet 
the ever-rising costs. 

Although political protest is 
mated in a country where tire 
absolute monarch is a Com¬ 
mander of the Faithful, a tide 
given to descendants of the 
Prophet Mohammed, there is 
still criticism of the extor¬ 
tionate methods used to raise 
funds by men often described 
as the king's “cruel 
collectors”. 

The king urged his subjects 
to give what they could, even if 
it was only one dirham (the 
equivalent of lOp). But many— 
including the very poor — 
Haim to have been persuaded 
to donate more titan they can 
afford. 

A turnover tax of 1 per cent 
was levied on all firms. But 
many businessmen in Casa¬ 
blanca say more was often 
extracted by over-zealous civil 
servants anxious to prove their 
loyalty. 

“In the early stages of the 
project, resentment was high,” 
a Western diplomat said. 
“Bnt now the money has been 
raised, that feeling has given 
way among many Moroccans 
to one of pride. They realize 
that the king’s ambitions have 
resulted in their country earn¬ 
ing a leading place on the 
Islamic map.” 

Bat among Moroccan 
intellectuals, there is a strong 
feeling that the project may 
prove as much a monument to 
King Hassan's vanity as a 
religious shrine. Many believe 
that the monarch, scion of the 
Alaoui Dynasty, has plans to 
be buried inside, turning it 
eventually into a mausoleum 
on a truly pharaonic scale.

Now that the summit is over, 
it is time to put the missile issue 
to one side. If the Bush con¬ 
ventional arms initiative is to 
bear fruit, the alliance will have 
to focus on the Vienna talks. 


West/West relations are now 
back on course- 

The Brussels summit has 
given Bush his first foreign 
policy success, and it has pro¬ 
vided the somewhat jaded Euro¬ 
pean beads of government with 
tire sort of leadership that can 
come only from Washington. 
The Bush administration may 
have acquired a reputation for 
excessive caution since taking 
over from Reagan in January, 
but the strategy dearly has its 
merits. An initiative, when it 
comes, has the appearance of 
even greater boldness. 

Bush played his cards well. 
The momentum of the “German 
view", propagated so cleverly by 
Gcnscher, was gathering pace in 
Europe. Only Mrs Thatcher 
among the European allies stood 
out resolutely against negotia¬ 
tions on short-range missiles. 
The Thatcher role was crucial 
because Bush needed a strong 
voice in a wavering Europe to 
keep the Genscher bandwagon in 
check. 


But it was always going to be 
Washington's derision on when 
fniggpR? negotiations could be 
contemplated. This is when “the 
spirit of Kennebunkport” burst 
on to ibe scene. Just over two 
weeks ago. Bush called many of 
his chief advisers to bis home in 
Maine and, after a weekend of 
debate, sent Lawrence 
Eagfeburger, a deputy secretary 
of state, and Bob Gates, deputy 
national security adviser, to 
European capitals with the mess¬ 
age of a new initiative. 

The seeds of a compromise 
began to grow. Last week, for the 
first lime, Mrs Thatcher started 
to soften her line- She told her 
officials to reveal that she re¬ 
mained “highly sceptical” about 
negotiations but was open to 
persuasion. Three days later, the 
same officials talked of possible 
negotiations after “tangible im¬ 
plementation of a conventional 
arms agreement". The shift was 
clearly in response to the 
Eagleburger/Gates visit to 
Downing Street early last week. 


Cyril Lin sees a gloomy outlook for China’s liberal reformers 

Deng’s juggling act 
that ended in ruin 


C hina's power struggle 
has intensified in the 
last few days, so much 
so that even Deng 
Xiaoping is threat¬ 
ened. Having dismissed the 
party secretary-general, Zhao 
Ziyang, the conservatives are 
arguing about the nature of the 
indictment against him: should 
it be limited to his support for 
the student demonstrators, or 
should it be widened to include 
his pioneering economic re¬ 
forms? If the wider charge is 
chosen, Deng would be im¬ 
plicated. 

The military are divided on 
the issue. But whoever triumphs, 
the victory will be pyrrhic, and 
short-lived at that. In reality, 
everyone has lost 
The biggest loser has to be 
Deng. His reputation, his major 
achievement in retrieving the 
country from the dark ages of the 
Cultural Revolution, his bold¬ 
ness in sanctioning radical eco¬ 
nomic reforms and opening up 
China, have all been shattered 
within the space of a few weeks 
by the suppression of unprece¬ 
dented popular dissent 
The dismissal of Zhao, the 
impending crackdown on lib¬ 
erals within and outside the 
party and government and the 
farcical accusations used for 
such repression ("a handful of 
counter-revolutionaries in the 
party seeking to split the party”) 
negate all the strenuous efforts 
Deng has made to ensure that 
the political practices of the 
Cultural Revolution are never 
repeated. It shows how super¬ 
ficial changes in China have 
been over the past 10 years. 

The drama began a decade ago 
with the introduction of eco¬ 
nomic reforms. Chinese leaders 
were impatient for systemic 
change but they lacked ideas or 
blueprints. Chinese reforms thus 
became an open-ended process 
and proceeded through trial and 
error. It became dear, however, 
that partial reforms and ideologi¬ 
cally attractive compromise sol¬ 
utions, such as market processes 
founded on central planning and 
state ownership, were inconsis¬ 
tent and unworkable. If further 
progress was to be made, the 
leaders would have to reexam¬ 
ine fundamental issues such as 
capital markets, ownership 
changes and, ultimately, political 
pluralism. 

The radical reformers, led by 
Zhao, advocated developing a 
full market system along South 
Korean and Taiwanese lines. By 
contrast, conservative reform¬ 
ers, led by Chen Yun, Yao Yilin, 
Wang Zhen and Li Xiannian. 
advocated limiting the scope of 
market processes to preserve the 
primacy of central pfenning. 
They brooked no nonsense 
about ownership reform or pol¬ 
itical pluralism. 

Within these profound di¬ 
visions over economic reforms 
Deng attempted a precarious 
political balancingacr managing 
economic modernization 
through rigid political discipline. 
While Depg was pragmatic 



about the future course of eco¬ 
nomic reforms and refused to 
back either the conservatives or 
radicals, there was never any 
doubt about his ingrained Lenin¬ 
ist political orthodoxy and viru¬ 
lent objections to any 
dimunition of the Communist 
Party’s monopoly of power. 
Liberal economic reform was to 
be counterbalanced by political 
conservatism. 


W ith the liberal 
Zhao (then prime 
minister) in 
charge of eco¬ 
nomic reforms, it 
was essential that political 
checks and balances be effected 
through the then party secretary- 
general, Hu Yaobang. But Hu 
was at heart a political liberal, 
and bis failure to perform his 
allotted role led to his dismissal 
in early 1987 following student 
demonstrations. 

Deng tried to reconstruct 
another balanced leadership at 
the 13th Party Congress (Octo¬ 
ber 1987) and at the 7th National 
People's Congress (March 1988). 
His efforts were complicated by 
the need to resolve the succes¬ 
sion issue before his death. This 
required the (nominal) retire¬ 
ment of conservative veteran 
leaders, whose price for doing so 
was the appointment of their 
man, Li Peng, as prime minister 
and Yao Yilin as the economic 
tsar, leaving Zhao as the party 
secretary-general. 

But this configuration was 
absurd from the start. The whole 
idea of balance was to have 
political orthodoxy with market 
reforms, yet the leadership struc¬ 
ture that emerged last year was 
topsy-turvy: a liberal in charge of 
political ideology and a conser¬ 
vative running the economy. 

China has never had a bal¬ 
anced, consensus leadership and 


the attempt to create one foiled 
from the start. By late 1988, the 
conservatives had mounted a 
campaign to discredit and unseat 
Zhao. With Deng hinting earlier 
this year at his desireto retire 
from his only remaining post, 
the power struggle for the succes¬ 
sion began in earnest. 

In this political game, Zhao 
was always outnumbered. In 
spile of nearly ten years in 
power, he had foiled to build up a 
credible power base. His spons¬ 
orship of certain research in¬ 
stitutes (and of their radical 
reform proposals), as well as his 
boldness in experimenting with 
ideologically sensitive, poorly 
conceived and high-risk eco¬ 
nomic policies which contrib¬ 
uted to an overheated economy, 
led even non-conservatives to 
question bis judgement. 

Zhao is a man to be applauded 
for his liberalism and for the 
courage of his convictions; but 
be is also a naive politician for 
whom the ruthless logic of 
existing Chinese reoipolitik has 
no place. A shrewder politician 
would have realized that there 
never was any chance of the 
student demonstrations immed¬ 
iately succeeding in any of their 
aims. The Peking military lead¬ 
ers* refusal to use force against 
the students never implied 
support for their cause. 

Zhao's fetal mistake was to 
have sided with the students 
instead of maintaining the par¬ 
ly’s united front. Had he adopted 
the latter tactic, unpopular as h 
may have been, he could at least 
have remained to continue the 
internal power struggle which, in 
view of the student demonstra¬ 
tions and massive popular de¬ 
mands fora more liberal society, 
must have weakened the conser¬ 
vatives’ position. 

Now the leadership is com¬ 
pletely in the hands of conser¬ 


vatives, a political imbalance 
unprecedented since reforms 
began. It is irrelevant who 
replaces Zhao as party secretary- 
general — likely candidates in¬ 
clude Yang Shangkun, Qiao Shi 
and Yao Yilin — as they are all 
birds of a feather. 

The absence of any intra-party 
checks and balances to the 
conservatives, reinforced by the 
military seeking to exact a price 
for their rescue role, with the 
resurrection of campaigns 
against “bourgeois liberalism", 
means that the economic reform 
programme must be seriously 
threatened. 

The party hardliners cannot 
claim absolute victory, however. 
Even before the student unrest, 
the leadership had been widely 
derided as not only corrupt but 
incompetent Their actions of 
the past week will have further 
undermined their legitimacy. 

At best, there will be a 
temporary period of calm before 
the underlying tensions in soci¬ 
ety explode openly once again. 
At worst, and more likely, there 
will be increasingly frequent 
strikes, passive resistance, even , 
sabotage and assassinations. 
Sadi violence would only invite 
greater repression and delay 
prospects for a more liberal 
regime. 

The earliest possibility for a 
return of the liberal reformers 
will be during the next bout of 
political chaos attendant upon 
Deng’s death. Zhao is unlikely to 
return, but a younger, untainted 
and shrewder liberal could 
emerge from within the party | 
hierarchy. For dues, watch the ' 
demonstrations around October 
1, the 40th anniversary of the 
founding of the People's Repub¬ 
lic.

Why teachers 
want to quit 


T he recent Gallup poll find- admire in oar school 
ings that over a third of them cope well, and 
teachers are thinking of well, with their i 


leaving the profession and well 
over 90 per cent fed under¬ 
valued came as no surprise. 
Anyone in dose touch with 
schools for the last five or six 
years has been well aware of the 
serious decline in morale. 

It is not explained solely by the 
Speed of change. Many primary 
schools changed dramatically in 
the 1950s and 1960s, producing 
excitement rather than bitter¬ 
ness. Teachers accept change as 
the inevitable precursor of 
improvement. But when they are 
at a low ebb, rapid change 
becomes one more source of 
aggravation, especially as, since 
tire 1988 Education Act, they fed 
excluded from pfenning the na¬ 
ture and direction of reform. 

Nor is it solely explained by 
salary levels. Although teachers, 
like other groups, want to be 
paid adequately, if money were 
all that concerned them many 
would have pursued an alter¬ 
native career. Most teachers 
were recruited in the 1960s and 
early 1970s when pay was not 
princely.

The main reason for present 
disaffection can be explained by 
a combination of one major 
factor and several minor ones. 
The single greatest Now to 
teachers' morale is dealt by the 
tow public esteem in which they 
are held. It is not so much at the 
individual level, because parents 
and members of the public, if 
asked, say they fed teachers are 
valuable members of society. 

The biggest influence on self¬ 
esteem comes from politicians, 
especially ministers, and from 
the Press. The process began 
with Sir Keith (now Lord) 
Joseph when be was Education 
Secretary. Increasingly, sugges¬ 
tions of teacher incompetence 
figured in bis speeches, which 
were then widely reported. Like 
any profession teaching does 
contain a few duds who are an 
embarrassment to their hard¬ 
working colleagues. No one felt 
the topic should be sacrosanct, 
but Joseph's constant harping on 
incompetence ami his reluctance 
to praise began to grate. 

Then, in an election cam¬ 
paign, Mrs Thatcher described 
education as “a disaster area" — 
a theme quickly taken up by 
newspaper articles and readers' 
letters beginning: “It is now 
recognized that schools have 
completely foiled the nation", as 
if that were to be taken for 
granted. Yet in its own 1985 
paper. Better Schools, the Gov¬ 
ernment said: “There is much to

admire in oar schools; many of 
them cope well, and some very 
well, with their increasingly 
exacting task," going on to quote 
with approval improvements in 
curriculum and examination 
successes. But this received less 
publicity than hs demands for 
reform. 

The arrival of the media- 
sophisticated Kenneth Baker in 
1986 made things worse. While 
Lord Joseph, brow permanently 
furrowed, uncertainty etched on 
every feature, gave the im¬ 
pression that be was probably 
not in touch with the schools. 
Baker’s apparent certainty was 
much more wounding when he 
attacked teachers. Particularly 
hurtful was an interview with 
The rimes in February 1988 in 
which he said he had been 
angered by the “600 reasons” 
which teachers had found to 
oppose the Technical and Voca¬ 
tional Education Initiative — 
when, m feet, it was teachers 
who had made it work.

In the face of so much adverse 
publicity, relatively poor pay 
and other factors also weigh 
teachers down. They bad their 
negotiating rights taken away 
when Kenneth Baker dismantled 
the Burnham Committee on the 
grounds that it rarely agreed 
about anything. If ability to agree 
were the sole criterion of the 
survival of a democratic institu¬ 
tion, the House of Commons 
would have been shut long ago. 

The long periods of industrial 
action of two and three years ago 
were undertaken reluctantly, and 
as a last resent. I know of whole 
staff rooms where everyone 
voted to strike, often with not a 
revolutionary among them. The 
woman deputy head of an 
infonts' school once told me in 
tears: “If people like me vote to 
strike, what has it come to?" 

h will take some years, and a 
wiser, kinder breed of minister, 
to win back the good will. It is 
too late now, I am afraid, for 
Kenneth Baker to offer belated 
praise in his speeches. The 
damage has been done. 

It win need a much more 
genuine recognition of the worth 
to society of good teachers to 
attract newcomers in sufficient 
numbers and to raise the spirit of 
the profession. Three out of five 
are over 40 and in no mood for 
further disparagement.

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PANDORA’S CROWBAR 
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By ba nni ng to implement Section 30! of its 
1988 Trade Act, the United States has charted 
a potentially ruinous course in trade policy It 
risks rein for its own prosperity, also for the 
multilateral trading system which it helped to 
-invent and on which so many others* pros¬ 
perity depends. 

1 Section 301 is claimed to be a tool for 
/promoting free trade, for using the threat 0 f 
retaliation to break barriers erected by other 
countries agains t US exports. Under it, 
aragressrequires the Administration to 
identify offending countries, open negotiations 
-to remove barriers, and report back on 
progress. It gives the President powers, after 
three years' bargaining, to impose amrtjnns 
against recalcitrants. 

Observers present at its birth have no 
allusions about Section 30l’s real purpose. It 
was invented by Mr Roger Porter, now senior 
- domestic and economic policy adviser in the 
White House, to fend off the Gephardt 
amendment to the Trade Act This would have 
triggered automatic retaliation against any 
country imprudent or successful enough to run 
a consistent trade surplus with the United 
Stales. 


Section 301 could prise open markets. But its 
unilateral basis makes it the most dangerous 
trade law since the Smooth-Hawley Tariff Act 
of 1930. Should negotiations foil, the prospect 
is a cycle of retaliation and counter-retaliation 
which would depress trade worldwide. 

Last week, bowing to the Act’s mandatory 
deadline, the US Administration cited Japan, 
•India and Brazil for unfair t rading practices. 
Had it not been for Administration anxieties 
over divisions within Nato, the European 
Community, with which the US has most trade 
disagreements, would probably have joined the 
list The US also marked a further 25 countries 
for investigation. 

The Administration has been at war with 
itself over whether, and how for, to embark on 
what could easily turn into a global trade war. 
Secretary of State, Mr James Baker, and 
National Security Adviser, Mr Brent Scow- 
croft, won their strategic arguments over 
Europe. But, despite die support of the 
President’s senior economic advisers (well 
aware of Japanese importance for financing the 
US fiscal deficit and for alone putting serious 
money behind the Brady Third World debt 
plan) their cause that US strategic interests 
require co-operation, not confrontation, with 
Japan was lost. 

Trade Representative, Mrs Caria Hills, and 
Commerce Secretary, Mr Robert Mosbadier, 
argued, from different perspectives, that Japan 
must be singled out Mrs Hills reasoned that 
otherwise Congress would maintain that the 
Administration had foiled to comply with its 


obligations. If it so decided, it could revoke the 
President’s mandate to negotiate the current 
GATT Uruguay trade round. 

Mr Mosbacfaer is on record as opposing 
trade reprisals as counter-productive. But he 
espouses theories that mesh with popular 
American fears that Japan is the principal 
threat to US global leadership. 

Mr Bush had an escape avenue which he 
should have used. He has powers to decline to 
act against Japan (as he did on Europe) on 
political and security grounds. 

He needs, however, to work with the 
Democrat-controlled Congress to tackle the 
deficit. In the end, he put this domestic interest 
first. The only compromise is that Japan was 
cited not under the most severe, provision of 
the Act, the “Super 301” which would have put 
it in the dock as an overall unfair trader, but for 
specified areas of alleged protectionism. 

The US Administration hag, in addition, 
taken a step not forced on it by the 1988 Trade 
Act. It has announced that it will seek bilateral 
negotiations with Japan on the whole gamut of 
economic relations. 

The White House intends this to soften the 
Wow to Japan. It argues that the frictions 
between the world’s two economic super¬ 
powers, including their trade imbalance, 
require macro-economic solutions and broad 
bilateral policy co-operation. 

Indeed, this could possibly end with 
American action to cut its budget deficit, 
slowing of domestic demand and the freeing of 
productive capacity for exports. In Japan there 
could be structural reforms, particularly in its 
politically powerful retail sector where small 
traders tend to buy Japanese, coupled with 
action to stimulate domestic demand. 

There is, however, a real danger that 
industrial and political lobbies in the United 
States will convert this negotiation into 
political confrontation. Mrs Hills has pledged 
that she will use the “crowbar” of the Act to 
prise markets open, not to dose them; and that 
she will consistently support the objectives of 
the GATT. But GATT rules prohibit members 
from singling out one particular country for 
retaliation. Nor is it in US interests to single 
out Japan: the two countries are so interdepen¬ 
dent that US manufacturers would be the first 
to be damaged by retaliation. 

In the three years the Act allows before such 
retaliation has to be contemplated, the 
Administration should devote its energies to 
the Uruguay Round — and fold its bilateral 
trade disputes into the multilateral ne gotiating 
framework of the GATT. Otherwise, the 
crowbar could open a Pandora’s box—hurting 
not just the United States but all countries, 
Britain included, with a major stake in the 
international trading system. 


CYANIDE SILENCE 


The survivors of the Kingfs Cross foe and the 
relatives of the 31 who did not survive have 
since had to endure the long, continuing pain 
of public investigation. As the exact sequence 
of events on that night have become horribly 
clearer, some consolation is the knowledge that 
only by the most exhaustive investigation will 
every lesson be learnt, every precaution taken 
that nothing similar happens again. 

It is perplexing, therefore, to learn that 
London Transport has derided that certain 
issues have been investigated enough; that a 
halt appears to have been called to further 
discussion of the precise cause of most deaths; 
and that nothing, it is claimed, can be gained 
by further public debate. The Institution of 
Mechanical Engineers is bolding a se minar 
tomorrow to review the technical evidence, but 
certain scientists from the London Transport 
research laboratory have been told not to talk 
about what they have discovered. 

. These scientists appear to have found the 
likely source of most of the hydrogen cyanide 
gas which, in the early moments of the fire, 
felled fleeing passengers before the subsequent 
fireball. According to tests, the cyanide was 
mainly from a layer of special paint applied to 
the escalator roof to discourage disfigurement 
by graffiti. 

In his report after the official inquiry, Mr 
Desmond Fennell QC, accepted that cyanide 
and other lethal gases given off by burning 
material were a significant cause of death. But 
he seemed satisfied that there were many 
possible sources of these toxic fumes. He 


derided, he has said, that it was unnecessary, 
impossible, or undesirable “out of respect for 
the deceased and their families” to pursue the 
matter further. He and London Transport 
seem to be of one mind in this respect 


To take the opposite view is not to try to 
point the finger of Name. That particular paint 
compound on the escalator roof was not a well 
known hazard whose risks had been ignored. It 
is, rather, to accept that inquiries like those 
into the King’s Cross fire cannot be forcibly 
ended until every relevant question that can be 
answered has been. 


Those who still suffer from their injuries, or 
still grieve for the victims, have a right to know 
exactly what happened and why. It is not for 
London Transport — if that is part of its 
reasoning—toderide otherwise. Moreover, the 
whole travelling public has the right to the 
maximum reassurance, which will only come if 
it is confident that no stone has been left 
unturned. 


The fatal role played by toxic fumes in fire 
accidents is a relatively new area of research. 
Many modern industrial compounds are made 
of complex chemicals whose behaviour in 
extreme conditions of heat and flame can be 
unexpected; the more they are understood the 
better. 


It is not too late for London Transport to 
realize that its second thoughts on this matter 
are likely to be better than its first It should 
allow its scientists to play a full and frank part 
in tomorrow’s seminar.

Busi¬ 
nesses are running at two-thirds of capacity, or 
even less. President Alfonsin’s latest emer¬ 
gency austerity programme included currency 
controls, higher taxes and cuts in public 
spending. It bore the marks of haste: the last 
thing the country needs is fresh export taxes — 
20 per cent on general produce and 30 per cent 
on -agriculture. Pegging the austral to a fixed 
rate simply invites the resurgence of the black 
currency market. It has friends nowhere on the 
political spectrum. 


A nation in which provincial administra¬ 
tions literally (and illegally) print their own 
money and in which governments live in fear 
of trade union power, business influence and 
the military’s political aspirations, is going 
nowhere. Whether Senor Menem will dispense 
the medicine needed is very doubtful. But the 
flamboyant president-elect is not without 
political strengths, the support of the big 
unions, big business and the Army. 

Provided that he does not become the 
prisoner of organizations, this support pro¬ 
vides him with a platform on which to 
reconstruct the national economy. He should 
in his country’s own interest make common 
cause with the outgoing Government to draw 
up a realistic budget His plans for fiscal and 
industrial reform must be capable of attracting 
bridging loans from Argentina’s increasingly 
anxious friends in Washington and Europe.

Peking crisis seen from Hong Kong Concerns about the cost of living

Sir. In the UK there seems to be 
little comprehension of the pro¬ 
found effect the activities of the 
Peking students and the reactions 
of the old men of the Chinese 
Communist Party have had on the 
Chinese population of Hong 
Kong. 

A traditionally apolitical body 
of people has started along the 
road towards active participation. 
There is a growing demand for 
relief from the impossible situa¬ 
tion ’in which they find them¬ 
selves. The Hong Kong Chinese 
are beset by conflicting emotions, 
in particular fear of capricious 
communism is countered by a 
deep patriotism. 

Like their Peking compatriots, 
Hong Kong people are, in many 
senses, political innocents. They 
do not, as yet, know what they 
want, but they know what they 
don’t want. 


I have been personally sad¬ 
dened by the inability of the Prime 
Minister to pay much heed to the 
fadings of the Chinese population 
here. In my daily work in Hong 
Kong the people I meet are loo 
intelligent and too sensitive to 
make me feel uncomfortable am¬ 
ply because 1 am British. There is 
no doubt, though, that they and 
millions like them feel that the 
British Government is abandon¬ 
ing them after being completely 
out-manoeuvred by the Chinese 
Government in negotiation after 
negotiation. Any attempt to dem¬ 


onstrate that the joint declaration 
is a triumph of good sense and 
pragmatic diplomacy falls on deaf 
ears. 

What is needed is a liberal 
application of what the Prime 
Minister is renowned for — 
conviction politics. There isn't 
very much time: 

1. Devote a junior minister wholly 
to Hong Kong He/she should 
spend a good deal of time in Hong 
Kong and whoever it is, it should 
not be Lord GlenarthurJ Minister 
of State for Foreign and Common¬ 
wealth Affairs], 

2. Speed up the processes towards 
full democracy, to be achieved 
wefl before 1997. 

3. Accept the deep moral obliga¬ 
tion Britain has towards providing 
a right of abode for Hong Kong 
people. 

If action is not taken now, at the 
risk of rows with the Chinese 
Government and threats of can¬ 
celled trade agreements, Britain 
will find herself the object of 
international vilification in the 
early 1990s. The complex profit¬ 
able and peaceful economic and 
social structure of Hong Kong, in 
many ways the apotheosis of the 
ideals ofThatcherism, will disinte¬ 
grate, and the population will take 
to the boats.

Sir, Tbe continuing rise in infla¬ 
tion must be significantly fuelled 
by the Government-controlled 
activities of regional rent officers, 
especially in their dealings with 
housing associations. These non- 
profit-making groups qualify for 
Government loans/grants that 
would not be made available to 
the private developer, their two- 
yearly applications for rent in¬ 
creases must be submitted to the 
rent officer for adjudication and, 
until this year, were applied in two 
equal annual instalments. 

In theory, this protects low- 
income tenants from the wilder 
excesses of tbe market place. In 
practice, however, bousing associ¬ 
ations are forced to conform to the 
rent levels created by tbe profit- 
motivated private sector, as be¬ 
came clear last year when an 
application for an increase of 
10.25 per cent was brushed aside 
and 18 per cent imposed, an odd 
way to react to a landlord's 
attempt to operate economically, 
and hardly conducive to holding 
down inflation, which at the time 
was being quoted as 4.2 per cent. 

High hopes that the 1988 Hous¬ 
ing Act would lay down more 
sensible guidelines for rent officers 
were dashed when not only were 
the methods of assessment re¬ 
affirmed with a tougher financial 
regime for associations, but an 
amendment was included to the 
effect that increases would, from 
January, 1989, be applied in full 
immediately. 

Many housing association ten¬ 
ants are State pensioners; rent 
represents their largest single item 
of expenditure. Other than a 
predetermined amount that can be 
retained to cover running costs, 
associations must pass on the 
whole of their rent revenue in 
repayment of local and central 
Government loans. 

Such loans must be repaid, of 
course; but must it be at an 
increasing rate which is so much 
higher than the Government's 


own published rate of inflation, 
frequently at the expense of a 
group who cannot compensate 
themselves by charging more for 
their labour or their goods?

he cost of broken mar¬ 
riages in Britain, based on 
hard statistics such as 
legal aid and supple¬ 
mentary benefits, is a 
staggering £2 billion a year. The 
emotional cost is. of course, incal¬ 
culable. Yet the divorce rate con¬ 
tinues to soar. A century ago there 
were less than 200 a year. By 19S7 
there were 151.000 and that figure 
represented a three-fold leap from 
1967. Experts now predict that 37 
per cent of marriages embarked on 
this year will end in the courts. 

It seems, however, that the 
Government is about to act. It is 
reported that Mrs Thatcher is 
planning to set up a Ministry for the 
Family in a bid to underpin what 
she sees as the key to a successful 
and stable society. One of the 
projects being considered is a plan 
to establish a national family 
conciliation service, aimed not only 
at minimizing the effects of divorce 
but in some cases avoiding it by 
encouraging couples to reconcile. 

Ministers are said to be particu¬ 
larly interested in a New Zealand 
model which claims a success rate of 
19 per cent in saving threatened 
marriages. Some senior politicians 
are already talking excitedly about 
“family policy” playing a key role in 
the Tories’ next election campaign. 

John Patten, the Home Office 
minister, said earlier this week that 
“a reawakening and re-evaluation 
of traditional British attitudes to the 
family would be central to the 
future", and that the Conservatives 
would be “aiming to promote the 
interests of the family and resist 
attacks on its integrity” 

But is it proper for the state to act 
in what many see as ultimately a 
private domain? Happy families 
may be all very well for the 
collective good, but little comfort 
for the couple who want to break 
out of a miserable relationship. 

Sue Slipman, director of the 
National Council for One Parent 
Families, is particularly wary of any 
attempt to confuse conciliation and 
reconciliation. “We support concili¬ 
ation services which are for people 
who have already made their de¬ 
cision and want to negotiate sen¬ 
sible and civilized solutions for 
themselves and their children,” she 
says.

battlegrounds and everyone would 
wish to minimize that” 

“If, in the course of conciliation, 
it happens that people find each 
other bearable after all and call off 
their divorce, then that’s fine, but 
mixing them up could be highly 
dangerous. People would be reluc¬ 
tant to go because they would think 
it was going to be a case of the nanny 
state lecturing them. It would be like 
an anti-abortion agency giving preg¬ 
nancy advice. There are already 
agencies such as Relate for those 
who want to make a go of things.” 

Zelda West-Meads, spokes¬ 
woman for Relate says: “We know 
the cost of divorce is £2 billion a 
year, yet Relate gets less than £1 
million from the Government" 
About two-thirds of the organiz¬ 
ation’s clients say they have been 
helped by the counsellors and about 
half of them do stay together. 

“We work with couples to see if 
they can save and improve their 
marriages, both for their own sakes 
and to avoid the stress it puts on a 
child. Bui we recognize some mar¬ 
riages are untenable, especially 
when the couple are very destruc¬ 
tive emotionally and physically and 
there is a bad environment for the 
child. In such cases the aim should 
be to reduce the hurt of a divorce. 

“Divorce means damage to child¬ 


ren but so do bad marriages. And 
research shows that what happens 
during and after a divorce, particu¬ 
larly when parents are using the 
children as pawns, is when the 
damage lakes place. If you can give 
the right help at that stage, a lot of 
the pain can be reduced.” 

There are 45 independent concili¬ 
ation agencies around the country, 
but to date they deal only with the 
tip of the iceberg, about 2,300 cases 
in 1987. 


A spokesperson for the 
National Family Concili¬ 
ation Council (NFCQ 
says: “If it's true that the 
Government is going to 
take conciliation on board then 
that's great, but it's going to take 
time to establish anything, and 
meanwhile the existing services, 
some of which have been around for 
10 years, are struggling for cash.” 

There are currently 1 million 
single parent families in this coun¬ 
try, around 80 per cent of those 
being divorced, widowed or sepa¬ 
rated. “Divorce and separation are 
not easy decisions to make,” 
Slipman says. “I think this may be 
an unacceptable intrusion by the 
state into the most intimate and 
personal area of people's lives.” 
Slipman sees in the current 


debate a return to the old idea of 
“staying together for the sake of the 
children”. She adds: “I'm all for 
education on parenting and relat¬ 
ionships, tackling the problem from 
the.otber end, but thejdea of being 
trapped for life in an unhappy 
marriage is totally unacceptable 
nowadays.” 

Christopher Cluiaw, chairman of 
the Tavistock Institute of Marital 
Studies, says there has been a drift 
over the past 30 or so years towards 
seeing marriage less as a social 
institution and more in terms of a 
private matter “What matters to 
the couple is their relationship 
rather than their standing in other 
people's eyes.” 

However, there is, be points out, a 
social cost to divorce and therefore 
the public is rightly concerned 
about the rising divorce rate and 
particularly its affect on children. 

“Society is concerned about its 
responsibility to its weaker mem¬ 
bers. If a child suffers such long¬ 
term effects that he is impaired 
educationally and emotionally, and 
not able to realize his full potential, 
then that is a cost to society, as well 
as the more obvious financial costs. 

“Because there are these social 
costs I think it is appropriate for the 
Government to be taking the initia¬ 
tive by supporting anything that 


H e would, however, be 
against any attempt to 
coerce people into seek¬ 
ing help. “It would be 
counter-productive. 
People have to want such things as 
counselling and therapy for any¬ 
thing productive to happen. You 
cannot legislate for that. Ail you can 
do is make the services available 
and make people aware of them.” 

As part of the current initiative 
the Lord Chancellor, Lord Mackay, 
is studying a report drawn up by the 
Family and Community Dispute 
Research Centre at Newcastle 
University. The three-year study 
looked at 1,400 families in 12 
different areas of England and 
Wales as they went through the 
divorce process. . 

Its main recommendation was 
that there should be a co-ordinated 
network of services for families in 
trouble, including everything from 
counselling to conciliation. It found 
that conciliation. carried out by 
independent services was far more 
effective than that done via the 
courts. 

The report suggests, based on 
existing services, that it would cost 
about£4 million a year to run such a 
network. But Janet Walker, director 
of the centre, believes that a new 
overall body could in the end run at 
less than that 

She estimates that the reconcili¬ 
ation rate amoung couples consult¬ 
ing independent conciliation ser¬ 
vices may be around 13 percent, “If 
you bave a co-ordinated service, 
where people could get the right 
help at the right time early on, that 
rate might be higher. But a national 
agency would help those who 
cannot or do not want to save their 
marriages as well as those who may. 

“A Ministry for the Family would 
be helpful in co-ordinating a policy. 
We would argue that the state 
should take a lead in making such 
help available, but we would be very 
unhappy about the state saying you 
had to have this help. The state's job 
is just to make sure it exists.”

Well, what is the status of 
the British dolphin? 

Klinowska, who has special¬ 
ized in the study of cetaceans 
for 10 years, says: “We just 
don’t know. We bave never 
done a survey.” Klinowska 
became especially interested 
in dolphins after providing the 
research that led to them being 
recognized by the Convention 
on International T rade in 
Endangered Species (CITES). 
She also prepared a report for 
the Department of the Envir¬ 
onment on the keeping of 
cetaceans in captivity. 

Nicholas Ridley, the Envir¬ 
onment Secretary, is one of 
those who dismisses the 
claims of Greenpeace that the 
British dolphin needs protect¬ 
ion. “We don’t have the infor¬ 
mation to say that there is a 
decline,” Klinowska says. 

“The number of sightings 
has declined, and you cannot 
say this indicates nothing,” 
McCrea says. 

Greenpeace says there are 
four factors that put the 
dolphin population of British 
waters at risk: pollution, over¬ 
fishing (of herring in particu¬ 
lar), fishing nets which trap 
and drown dolphins, and 
noise pollution. The increas- 


onment — an environment 
we are in the process of 
polluting and destroying.” 

But where, Klinowska asks, 
is the information to back up 
such a statement? There is not 
even irrefutable scientific evi¬ 
dence that pollution is a 
danger to dolphins. 

“We need to do a proper 
survey, and everyone thinks 
everyone else should do it 
Greenpeace has the Moby 
Dick, a perfectly suitable boat 
Why doesn’t it take a proper 
sample over one month?”

“That is 
not the way we approach a 
problem at Greenpeace.

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Why five out of seven 
cats prefer to slum it 


A 13-strong gang has been 
prowling the sidewalks of 
Brooklyn late at night; not of 
hoodlums looking for trouble, 
but of researchers counting 
cats. 

Gang leaders Robert £ 
Calhoon, of Queens College in 
Flushing, New York, and 
Carol Has pel, of Fioelloh 
Laguaidia Community Coll¬ 
ege, Long fstand City, led their 
11 assistants on nocturnal 
prowls to learn more about the 
lives of Brooklyn's stray cats. 

In the latest issue of the 
Journal of Animal Ecology, 
they dispel the myth that city 
bred stray cals are lean, 
hungry predators busy 
overturning dustbins for mea¬ 
gre scraps to eat. It turns out 
I that the availability of de¬ 
sirable residences for stray 
1 cats, rather than the abun¬ 
dance of food, is what regu- 
1 lates the cat population. 

Brooklyn is, at first glance, 
the closest thing to a. feline 
heaven. Local residents aug¬ 
ment abundant edible refuse 
with extra titbits, so there is 
hardly any need for cats to go 
bunting. Although there are 
plenty of mice and small birds, 
the researchers saw only one 
cat hunting in 180 hours of 
observations. Brooklyn cats 
are plumper, healthier and 
lazier than conventional wis¬ 
dom would have us believe. 

Lusitania’s 
bell and 
whistle 
go on sale

One of tbe most doom-laden 
bells in history comes under 
the hammer at Sotheby’s to¬ 
day. It is from RJVUS. Lusita¬ 
nia, the 30,000-ton Canard 
liner which sank with the loss 
of 1,198 lives after being 
torpedoed off the Irish coast 
by a German submarine in 
1917. It is often dted as the 
reason America came into the 
First World War. 

Tbe bell is offered, complete 
with carbuncles, at an esti¬ 
mated £15,000, along with tbe 
ship's whistle, at £3,000.

food in three locations in 
derelict area A drew in the 
local cats, do extra cats moved 
in from outside and the over¬ 
all population density did not 
increase. So tbe amount of 
food available — apart from 
that provided by indulgent 
human residents or research¬ 
ers — cannot account for the 
differences in population 
density. 

Available refuse in Areas A 
and B is equally nutritious, 
and there is enough of it to 
provide every cat with a diet 
of 1,000 kilo calories every 
day. This cornucopia could 
support three times as many 
cats as are observed. 

Space is apparently more 
important to the strays. 
Brooklyn's cats are solitary by 
nature, and tend to keep away 
from human residents.

HUGH KENNETH GOSCHEN 
Practical Man of the City and the Hunt 


Hugh Kenneth Goscfaen, who 
came from an old banking 
family and who was Chair¬ 
man, and later President, of 
the Mercantile and General 
Reinsurance Company for 29 
years, died on May 23 at the 
age of 82- 

Ken Goschen was an excep¬ 
tional nun plagued by asthma 
from a very early age. Small 
and slight of stature,- suffering 
lameness and disfigurement 
from severe accidents on 
horseback and on the roads, 
he developed despite, or 
because of physical adver¬ 
sities a determination and 
strength of character which 
enabled him to achieve most 
of his goals in life. 

After Eton and three years 
abroad learning languages, he 
joined tbe family merchant 
banking firm of Goscbens and 
Cunlifie in the Depression 
years of the 1930s. Goschen 
went to the Treasury during 
the Second World War and 


served on the British Lease- 
lfp <i Commission in Wash¬ 
ington. Maynard Keynes bad 
picked him for his practical 
business approach, saying be 
had enough trained 
economists. 

After tbe war Goscfaen 
joined Antony Gibbs, the 
merchant back, and suc¬ 
ceeded Sir Geoffrey Gibbs as 
chairman. At tbe time 
Goschen was asked bow long 
he would stay in the City and 
jokingly replied: 4 *As long as I 
can stay on a horse”. 

In the hunting field — 
typically, his interest in horses 
and hunting had only in¬ 
creased when told that horses 
gave Him asthma — he and his 
wife became joint masters of 
the Hampshire Hunt in 1953 
and then formed their own 
pack of hounds, “Mr 
Goschen's Hunt”, in 1965. 

This popular hunt has in¬ 
troduced many people to the 


beauties and pleasures of the 

English countryside which 

Goschen considered incom¬ 
parable anywhere in the 
world. He had a shrewd 
knowledge of fox hounds and 
judged at shows in this coun¬ 
try as well as Canada and the 
USA. 

In 1983 he was made Presi¬ 
dent of the Peterborough 
Royal Hound Show and re¬ 
ceived the Queen Mother as 
guest of honour. He also gave 
valuable service on the Hunt 
Servants' Benefit Committee. 

Goschen retired from the 
City in 1977 and became folly 
occupied with the manage¬ 
ment of his form and bunt. 

He is survived by his wife, 
Oney, to whom he was mar¬ 
ried for 55 years and who was 
foe sheet anchor of his exis¬ 
tence. Their only son Tim, a 
major in foe 5th Royal In- 
niskilling Dragoon Guards, 
was killed in a sabotaged 
aircraft near Aden in 1966. 


PROF ANDREAS HILLGRUBER 
Controversial historian of the Nazi era 


Professor Andreas Hillgruber, 
tbe renowned German his¬ 
torian who caused consid¬ 
erable controversy with his 
1986 book on foe Second 
World War, The Destruction 
of the German Reich and the 
End of European Judaism, has 
died after a long Alness. He 
was 64. 

The announcement was 
made by Cologne University, 
where he has been on the 
history faculty since 1972, on 
May 25. 

Hillgruber was boro in East 
Prussia (now Poland), son of a 
schoolmaster, on January 18, 
1925. He taught at Marburg 
and Freiburg Universities be¬ 
fore becoming professor at 
Cologne. 

He was a prolific author and 
was respected by historians 
around the world for. his 
detailed works concentrating 
on Adolf Hitler’s rise to power 
and on the dictator’s foreign 
policies. 

In addition he edited 
Probleme des Zweiten 


Wefikrieges (Problems of foe 
Second World WarX which 
brought together views on the 
Second World War from dif¬ 
ferent sources inc l uding Brit¬ 
ish ones. 

But foe book which brought 
him more than acade m ic feme 
was The Destruction of the 
German Reich, a ahort vol¬ 
ume but a highly charged one. 

Over foe past three years 
Hillgruber was involved in an 
acrimonious debate among 
West German scholars, 
sociologists and journalists 
over how best to interpret 
Hitler's so-called Final Sol¬ 
ution of the Jewish Question 
in which six mtQion Jews in 
Europe were killed. 

Hillgniber supported the 
view that the Holocaust, while 
horrifying, cannot be singled 
out as different in general 
from other atrocities, includ¬ 
ing Stalin's reign of terror in 
foe Soviet Union. 

He praised the German 
Army's desperate last-ditch 
attempt in 1945 to fend off

Soviet troops, saying this gave 
civilians time to flee from 
“revenge organs of foe Red 
Army." 

The book angered some 
West Germans, and many 
newspapers called it scan¬ 
dalous. The controversy 
caused West Germany's Presi¬ 
dent, Richard von 
Weizsacker, to declare: 
“Auschwitz remains unique. 
It was perpetrated by Ger¬ 
mans in foe name of 
Germany’*. 

Nor cGd Hillgniber endear 
himself to Austrians when he 
claimed that their country 
even more than Germany had 
engendered foe anti-Semitism 
that led to the genocide. 

But fellow historians say 
Hillgruber will long be re¬ 
spected for bis other historical 
works. These included The 
Second World War 1939-45: 
Goals and Strategies of the 
Great Powers: The Destruction 
of Europe, and Hiller’s St rat- 
egies. Policies and Leadership 
from 1940-41.

Archaeologists are considering 
several options for the future 
of tbe Rose Theatre, but there 
is concern that nearly half foe 
month's grace obtained by the 
Government’s intervention 
has passed with no further 
excavation on foe she. 

“The archaeological depos¬ 
its have suffered from drying 
out, and environmental 
changes arc taking place all foe 
time." said Professor Martin 
Biddle, a leading critic of the 
delays. **We don't know that 
the Rose is going to be 
preserved, and doing nothing 
is a high-risk option." 

Dr Geoffrey Wainwright 
foe senior archaeologist with 
English Heritage, and Profes¬ 
sor Barry Cunliffe of Oxford 
Universiiy, one of English 
Heritage’s commissioners, 
have rejected foe option of 
further excavation for foe 
moment, and suggest three 
future courses of which two 
involve reburial of foe theatre 
remains and foe third total 
excavation and display. 

Professor Biddle believes 
that if there is to be a display, 
then total excavation would 
be undesirable: ‘‘Digging 
should be carried out with 
preservation in mind, and 
designed to solve the major 
problems in the b uild i n g's 
history.” be said. 

The Rose is in feet relatively 
simple as British, urban 
archaeology goes, with an 
open site and a short-term 
sequence of construction and 
use. Built about 1587, the 
theatre was remodelled in 


1592 and 1595 before being 
abandoned around 1603. De¬ 
tails of its history are known 
from tbe careful accounts kept 
by Philip Henslowe, foe 
Rose’s owner. 

The recent excavations 
have borne out Henslowe’s 
accounts, with the earlier and 
smaller building currently vis¬ 
ible belonging perhaps to the 
1592 reforbishment. The 
northward expansion, making 
the theatre horseshoe-shaped 
in plan and capable of accom¬ 
modating many more cus¬ 
tomers, would then belong to 
the 1595 reconstruction. 

Evidence of a still earlier 
structure is visible in foe walls 
of deep holes dug for piling in 
1957. This earliest building, so 
far not visible in plan at all, 
seems to run parallel with the 
inner wall of foe putative 1 592 
version and may well be the 
original Rose of 15$ 7. There 
have been suggestions that 
Henslowe ran it as an all¬ 
purpose entertainment com¬ 
plex to begin with, using a 
temporary stage for plays, and 
only converted foe Rose to a 
permanent theatre in 1592 
when plays proved profitable 
enough to sustain foe theatre 
by themselves. 

Two drawings by John 
Norden chart tbe remodelling 
that foe archaeologists have 
revealed: the second view, 
published in 1600, shows a 
new stage tower on the north 
side of what in tbe. earlier 
drawing was labelled "The 
Kay House". Henslowe re¬ 
corded foal in -1595 he had 


mstalled a “throne in foe 
heavens," which would have 
been used for such divine 
interventions as foe appear¬ 
ance of Jupiter in Shake- 
speares later play Cymbeline. 

It is questions such as this 
one that convince Professor 
Biddle, and theatre scholare, 
that judicious and fairly fell 
excavation is vital. "Rebury¬ 
ing foe Rose would be tanta¬ 
mount to discovering a lost 
play by Shakespeare and 
dechnmgto read it,” Professor 
Biddle said. 

The archaeological prob¬ 
lem, however, and one not 
sppPKtated by the devoted 
foespians who have kept vigil 
on the site, is that foe remains 
currently visible are a palimp¬ 
sest of several periods: preser¬ 
vation of the site as it stands 
would be misleading. At least 
two, if not three, Roses can be 
seen.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE 
TIMER 

Sir,—The state of affair s to which 
our con a g ponden tB ate nailing atten¬ 
tion seems to me but one more sign of 
the graces] Tin frirma 1 “feissez aller-" It 
is affecting not only tbe upper 
classes, but the middle classes. 

I had occasion last winter to be 
present at a well-known winter sports 
resort in Switzerland, and was 

shocked and tupibed at the man¬ 
ners and customs of tbe youths and 
damsels of tbe professional and 
middle dess. It was so uncommon 
sight to see young girls smo kin g 
publicly. One. indeed, walked boldly 

up and down stairs in tbe hotel with a 

cigarette jp bey mouth on all and 
tmnecesaaxy occasions- Tim giria 
seesQ to haw developed into hoydens 
of tbs nosiest description. 

As for the dancra mentioned in 
your columns, one which seemed to 
me particularly objectionable was 
known as lh6 ‘'Bunny Hug." Mixing 
not very fredy with the world, end 
only with Qut part of it which is 
confined to clerical duties in a West 


of England country town, the whole 
aspect of affairs was as distressing as 
it was novel to me- A French father of 
a family and his wife, with whom I 
associated, actually forbad their 
daughters mingling with young 
peo^ from Great Britain. 

Is not the whole of oar modern 
moral fibre distinctly weakening; Are 
we not carelesB in dress, deportment, 
respect for elders and superiors? 
Have not Cabinet Ministers lately 
shown a carelessness as to their 
position and its relation to public 
opinion of which we have not seen 
the Hke since the eady part of the 
18th century? 

No one desires that our young 
people shook! be brought np as prigs 
or prudes, but it is surely to tbe public 
good that there should be a little 
more respect for national tone in 
every matter. Any one who, like 
ntysdf; has been accustomed to come 
to London for a few weeks each May 
and June, must have witnessed with 
regret the careless indifference to 
dress and appearance shown by the 
young men of the day. Walk any 
laming in Bond-street and you wifl 
find them attired in slouching cos¬ 
tumes better fitted to the golf links 
and *fa» moors than the West-cod of 
the town. Note how they sprawl in 
the armchairs of such dubs as they 
condescend to visit. Listen to their 
alack and brainless jargon about 
anything but the really important 
affairs of the day. 

The letter of your correspondent 
has been much discussed- I have 
heard all sorts of reasons given for 
the growth of the objectionable 
dances. But in my mind tbe real 
reason is tbe vacuous inattention to 
what in my young days was consid¬ 
ered good fa™. That OUT girls should 
have become affected with the same 
easy-going manners is deplo ra ble, 
and I trust that such remarks as have 
appeared in yoaz cglmnna and in 
Lord Methuen's excellent speech the 
other day may have some rffect.

Details of the matrix screen, 
tbe heart of the invention, are 
being kept vague until a patent 
has been applied for, but it 
redirects the light onto tbe 
photographic emulsion in a 
coded form. 

The pbotograpb is printed 
in tbe normal way, but the 
print is covered with cylin¬ 
drical lenses only 60 microns 
wide, so as to be almost 
indistinguishable. Tbe lenses 
decode the image into 3-D 


form. A strong 3-D image is 
produced but if tbe lens screen 
is absent the picture remains a 
perfect 2-D image. 

This ability to produce a 2- 
D image will be very im¬ 
portant if the technology is 
adapted for television, Mc¬ 
Cormick said, because then 
viewers with ordinary sets will 
not lose their perfect picture 
when 3-D films are shown, as 
is tbe case with all present 
systems. 

A test cinema film using tbe 
system has been produced 
successfully. McCormick said, 
and is being used to try and 
persuade backers to support 
further research.

/“I forthcoming Broadcasting Bill, 
■“* pecking-order questions arise. 
In particular, what is to be the standing 
of Lord Rees-Mogg's Broadcasting Stan¬ 
dards Council the BSC? The White 
Paper says we need a BSC to “reinforce 
the work-of the individual regulatory 
bodies”. By advice, or by instruction? 

Ambiguity runs deep. Of course. 
Government, in proposing a BSC, had 
first in mind a safety net to catch major 
dumpings of sen or violence, by implica¬ 
tion a negative and marginal mission.

And a certain accident-proneness re- 
emerges. Tapes of Neil Kinnock's radio 
altercation find their way to the Press, 
the Nine O'Clock News features an 
espionage story delicately fingering un¬ 
named Labour MPs, and in the midst of 
a wages dispute provocative star money 
is offered to a rival’s key presenter. Plus 
ca change, plus c’est la mime Tanie. 

If old problems can so easily resurface 
in a centralized BBC what chance of good

the White Paper, with its talk of a “tight 
touch", deprive the ITC at the outset of 
many of the powers needed to correct 
blemishes in tomorrow's freer markets? 

In which case, might not an ever-vigilant 

BSC prepare to ride to the rescue? 

Colin Shaw, the BSCs director, is a 
leading survivor of regulation's Long 
March. Once chief secretary of the BBC, 
later director of television for the IBA, he 
is second to none in his familiarity with 
bureaucratic by-play, a young Deng 
Xiaoping of broadcast doctrine. He now 
lets it be known that the BSC might stand 
ready to plug gaps. Suppose, for example, 
the new, more free-wheeling TV market 
offers many fewer children’s pro¬ 
grammes than did the old. The BSC 
could take a helpful view. So, for a start, 
it could “keep seme". 

This is a seductive offer. Shaw 
understands that a conservative public 
will kick up whenever change threatens 
less as well as more.

neglect Who better to speak up fin* those 
to whom the market turns a deaf ear than 
the BSC? 

And yet It may be a natural step fix' 
the BSC to second-guess the short¬ 
comings of the market; it would be a 
major leap for it to go on to second-guess 
(he shortcomings of the regulators. 


C onstitutionally the regulators 
will take their cue from Par- 
tiament and from the powers 
contained in the forthcoming 
BiH If the BSC believes, deep down, that 
ITC, BBC or the new Radio Authority 
lacks the wherewithal to reinforce stan¬ 
dards, then it should say so now. And it 
should bring its wisdom to bear now, to 
get foil discretionary powers written into 
legislation and into the right regulatory 
hands. Those hands should not be those 
of the BSC itself The BSC retains credib¬ 
ility by remaining above the day-to-day 
fray. If it too seeks to become a regulator, 
them the inevitable result will be deep 
and lasting demarcation dispute, damag¬ 
ing to public and broadcasting alike. 


B uoyed up by predic¬ 
tions giving them a 
chance of becoming 
the largest British 
party group in the 
European Parliament after 
next month’s elections, Lab¬ 
our are catering the campaign 
with high hopes. The party’s 
confidence rests almost as 
much on Peter Manddson, a 
shadowy figure of the back 
room, as it does on the new 
remodelled Neil Kinnock and 
his new remodelled policies. 

Manddson, the party's 
campaigns and commun¬ 
ications director, has gained a 
rare reputation for infallibility 
since he arrived in Walworth 
Road in 1985. More than 
i anybody, he was responsible 
for the tone and presentation 
of the general election cam¬ 
paign in 1987, when Labour 
won the publicity contest even 
though it lost at the polls. 

He inspired the adroit 
appropriation of the red rose, 
with its patriotic associations, 
as party symbol and ensured 
that Labour spokesmen were 
drilled to snap out pat answers 
on policy and steer dear of 
awkward topics tike defence. 
Above all be conceived the 
outline of the famous Chariots 
of Fire party political broad¬ 
cast, which even opponents 
conceded to be a masterpiece 
of image substituting for con¬ 
tent. 

His efforts were an object of 
scarcely concealed envy in the 
Conservative Party, where 
some voices suggested that 
their own party needed a head 
of publicity with similar 
presentational flair and inti¬ 
mate experience of bow the 
media operates. 

T he Euro elections 
will be the first nat¬ 
ional test of the new 
package of doctrines 
which emerged last 
month from the party's agon¬ 
ized policy review. Manddson 
was closely involved in that 
process, too, for it would be 
quite wrong to regard him as 
merely engaged in polishing 
images. He has definite views 
about content, which he has 
not been shy of pressing 
forcefully in the party’s inner 
debates. In the process, be has 
ruffled more than a few Lab¬ 
our feathers. 

The manifesto for the 
Assembly elections marks a 
historic change of position 
with its wholehearted af¬ 
firmation of a fundamentally 
pro-Europe policy. It stresses 
the ECs social dimension, 
and the way Britain lags 
behind its partners in such 
areas as rights at work, mater-

nity leave, child care and 
pensions. But in closer detail,

Manddson himself might

Bui its classless mix 
of Waihoi-style celebrity “taps" and 
hip 'West London media gossip lost 
teaders to more professional and 
stajus-consrions magazines such as 
Tina Brown's Toiler in the 
Thatcherite 1980s. Ritz faltered and 
ground to a halt last October. 

Now, like Lou Reed himself, it is 
hoping fora new lease of life. Next 
week, fbflowmg the injection of £1 
million of capital from property 
developer Neville Roberts, a re- 
launched Ritz goes on mV No 
longer published on newsprint 
which betrayed its vaguely “under¬ 
ground” antecedents, Ritz is now a 
fashionable A4 size using matt art 
stock paper, and costing £2. It has 
broadened its appeal by including a 
special pull-out supplement featur¬ 
ing events of social and cultural 
interest throughout Britain. 

“It is more about events and 
people doing things," Litchfield 
sayk Loath to give much away 
about the first issue, he says it 
inclades a feature cm the Daytona 
motor bike racing week. “People 
like Peter de Savary and Malcolm 
Forbes have given motor bikes a 
growing soda! cachet. My ideal 
feature would be Jackie Collins 
going on a drinking binge in New 
York with Sonny Mehta. What I'm 
looking for is that kind of exciting 
social mix." 

The market for the relaunched 
Ritz is uncer tain. Like others in his

business. Bob Wootton, media 
director of HDM Horner Collis and 
Kii^an, recently received a big 
white box heralding its arrival. 
Included inside was a rate card and 
half bottle of Taittinger champagne. 
He says he has taken space in Ritz in 
thepasL 

“But its readership has always 
seemed a closed circle. It’s like those 
give-away magazines which look as 
though they’re written for estate 
agents by estate agents about estate 
agents. Ritz had a lale-Sixties/early 
Seventies constituency of film 
producers and media people. 
There's oertainly a lot of money 
there, and it could support a 


magazine. But 1 Ain’t know if it has 
a broader marker 

“Since it started, younger fas¬ 
hion/style magazines like The Face 
and ID have emerged. There is 
nothing in the material I’ve been 
sent that suggests the new Ritz is 
going to be any different from the 
old. I see its appeal rather life; [the 
photographer’s magazine] Zoom — 
something left on coffee tables in 
TV producers' offices.” 

More than most publications, 
Ritz',s success will be dependent on 
the creativity of its editor. Litchfield 
is a likeable, colourful character in 
his mid-forties. Chain-smoking, 
dressed in jeans and a thick striped 


shirt, wearing dark glasses (in his 
Fulham office on a hot summer 
afternoon) and a huge silver brace¬ 
let, he looks the epitome of the 
freelance TV director Wootton secs 
as his natural reader. 

It is no surprise to learn that he 
once worked as a documentary film- 
maker. He left school (a secondary 
modern near Preston) at 14 and 
spent two years educating bimself m 
the public library. His first job was 
as an aircraft mechanic for a gun 
runner in pre-Gaddafi Libya. He 
became an illustrator for the British 
Medical Asociation and a book 
designer for the Doubleday subsid¬ 
iary Alders. 


Two years were spent photo¬ 
graphing young girls “with more off 
than on”. He started the photog¬ 
rapher’s magazine Image (a year 
after Zoom) before teaming up with 
Bailey for Ritz. His involvement is 
probably bis great strength as an 
editor “I enjoy going to night du bs, 
drinking champagne and having 
other fringe benefits." 

H is most exciting inter¬ 
view was with Orson 
Welles, even though “all 
he said was ‘No’. - " There 
were exclusives, like 
Princess Stephanie of Monaco. 
“Victims", as he calls his interview¬ 
ees, generally enjoyed the experi¬ 
ence. their managements and PR 
people less so. Legal problems were 
limited, though one American film 
star threatened to sue when Ritz 
noted how he had smoked exotic 
cheroots throughout his interview. 

With his new backer. Litchfield 
has money to send name journalists 
on assignments not possible before. 
He is confident of success. “As a 
cross between Private Eye and 
Taller, we’re For people who don't 
fit the demographic profile of 
advertisers. Toiler’s obsession with 
the middle classes trying to be 
landed genty has become a pastiche 
ofitself. That explosion of social life 
allied to Thatcherism is beginning 
to change. 

“There has been a certain amount 
of pulling back. Ritz has always 
done well in a recession. 1 recently 
read an interview with [ Toiler 
editor] Emma Soames in The Times 
in which she linked her paper's 
circulation decline to a rise in the 
mortgage rate. I'd hale lo think Ritz 
is in any way dependent on people's 
mortgages." 


Independent radio has never 
had it so good. London’s 
Capital Radio has reported an 
interim profits increase of 82 
per cent, buoyed by advertis¬ 
ing revenues up more than a 
quarter. One immediate result 
is the extraordinary interest in 
the contract for London's new 
FM radio station. Bids must 
be in by noon next Monday 
and industry sources say be¬ 
tween 40 and 120 consortia 
are likely to apply. 

The IBA is saying only: “If 
past form is anything to go by, 
many applications will arrive 
only on the final day.” But 
many potential contractors 
have already identified them¬ 
selves — and an interesting

cross-section from broadcast¬ 
ing, publishing and general 
entertainment they are. 

The job description from 
the IBA is hardly demanding. 
Pirates and recently granted 
community franchises aside, 
London has two commercial 
stations—LBC, for news, and 
Capital, for music. The IBA 
says the new station should 
“increase the diversity of 
choice” and serve “a commu¬ 
nity or communities of 
interest”. 

Most applicants have opted 
for minority interest music

stations. Andrew Lloyd Web¬ 
ber’s Really Useful Group has 
linked with LBC to set up a 
prospective classical music 
station. Classic FM. The opera 
singer Dame Kiri Te Kanawa, 
the conductor Andre Previn, 
the Barbican director, Henry 
Wrong, and the literary agent 
Debbie Owen are equity hold¬ 
ers in it But at least four other 
aspirants have the same idea, 
including Classical City FM, 
chaired by the broadcaster 
Joan Bakewell and with the 
conductor Jane Glover and 
Jocelyn Stevens, rector of the 


Royal College of Arts, also on 
board. 

David Lee's London Jazz 
Radio is self-explanatory. Less 
so isQl02, an album-oriented 
rock station reportedly backed 
by the comedian Jasper 
Cairo tt. The industrialist 
Lord Hanson is behind an 
American-style easy-listening 
station, while Kiss FM is a 
former pirate concentrating 
on dance music. 

Tony Elliott, publisher of 
Time Out, the London weekly 
guide, is involved in three 
consortia. Stream Radio, 


where Capital Radio is the 
leading partner, is an all¬ 
music station that will com¬ 
mission* from outside pro¬ 
ducers. Rhythm Radio, where 
Elliott will have S to 10 per 
cent of the equity if negotia¬ 
tions this week are finalized, is 
a self-styled Channel 4 of the 
music scene, encouraging 
“enthusiast” disc jockeys to 
play specialist sounds. The 
Greater London Enterprise 
Board is backing the station 
and the singer Stevie Wonder 
isatrustee. 

The Institute of Contem¬ 


porary Arts and the BBC TV 
presenter Sarah Dunam are 
among the partners in Elliott's 
third interest, the “arts and 
entertainment-oriented" AB- 
FM. Programming will draw 
on the ICA and other cultural 
institutions, and there will be 
six hours a day of newspaper- 
style features and columns. 
AB-FM aims to make £2.75 
million in advertising in its 
first year following an initial 
investment of £1.5 million to 
£2 million. 

Add the interlopers from 
out-of-town independent sta¬ 
tions and the IBA will have a 
lot of sifting to do. A decision 
is expected in July.

Michael Gambon has slowly become one of our most substantial actors. Irving Wardle weighs him up Fighting tcLlk 


A credible hulk 
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T he careers of English ac¬ 
tors perennially evoke tbe 
fable of tbe hare and the 
tortoise, with the dif¬ 
ference that tbe bare usu¬ 
ally wins. The overwhelming 
majority of star actors make it to the 
top in tbdr twenties. There are also 
those who strike lucky after years of 
obscurity. What is rare is the auth¬ 
entic tortoise: an actor starting on 
the bottom rung and making a 
steady, unobstructed ascent to the 
summit. 

Such is the story of Michael 
Gambon, a long-term National 
Theatre and television series player 
whom Ralph Richardson went on to 
salute as “the Great Gambon”. You 
can see what he meant from 
Gambon's performance in David 
Hare's new film Paris by Night. He 
plays an alcoholic MP pro¬ 
fessionally outstripped by his 
careerist wife and impassively 
digesting every insult and humili¬ 
ation until his acc umulated rage 
awesomely erupts. It is a classic 
torroise-acd-hare relationship; ach¬ 
ieving its devastating effect thanks 
to an actor (in David Hare's phrase) 
who can “portray passion, as op¬ 
posed to anger”. 

This film follows a quarter- 
century of sustained and continuous 
growth lately crowned with four 
massively commanding perform¬ 
ances as the bedridden fantasist 
hero of Dennis Potter’s The Singing 
Selective; tbe honest boss of a 
crooked workforce in Ayckbourn’s 
A Small Family Business; Eddie 
. Carbone in Arthur Miller’s A View 

* from the Bridge; and as Chekhov’s 
Uncle Vanya, who (like Hare’s MP) 
developed from a Weary giant sloth 
into a toweringly insensate in¬ 
strument of retribution. 

These are heavyweight roles, only 
to be attempted by actors with the 
right physique. It so happens that 
Gambon is built hire a lumberjack, 
and has uncommon powers of en¬ 
ergy and endurance. Beyond that, 
be has the imaginative energy to 


sink himself so completely in a role 
that the spectator can experience 
what it is like to Inhabit his body. 
Watching him, yon could feel the 
restless tension that kept Eddie’s 
feet moving when the rest of him 
bad come to a stop, or the desire of 
Potter's psoriasis victim to dig his 
nails into his burning skin 

Now 48, Gambon is at the peak of 
a career that started from nothing. 
Tire son of an Irish factory-worker. 
Ire grew np in Camden Town and 
was all set for a life in engineering 
when he happened to be walking 
past the open scene-dock doors of 
the Shaftesbury Theatre, where one 
glimpse of the backstage debris 
settled his future: “I just wanted to 
get up there.” 

With no drama-school experi¬ 
ence; he wrote to Michael 
MacLiammoir at the Dublin Gate, 
listing an impressive string of 
fictitious credentials; whereupon 
MacLiammoir recruited him for a 
tour of Othello with instructions to 
grease-paint his knee-caps to cover 
the holes in his red tights. From 
there he moved straight to the 
National Theatre as a founder- 
member of Olivier’s first company 
in 1963. Then, noticing the queues 
ahead of him for leading parts, he 
left for the Birmingham Rep, where 
he got the chance to play Othello 
(still his favourite role); which, in 
torn, led to his first long television 
series. The Borderers. 


I ndependence brought him 
Steady employment, but did 
not catapult him into feme. 
And when he did emerge on 
the London stage it was as the 
painfully self-effacing Tom, the 
tongue-tied vet in Ayckbourn’s The 
Nbnnan Conquests. The sight of 
this massive creature sidling on, 
wracked with shyness, and sitting 
down to a meal on a footstool so 
that only his head appeared over the 
table, had the inescapable effect of 
making him the most visible figure 
on stage. It was a lovely perfor¬ 


mance; and it led to others along 
similar lines. 

At this point, Gambon seemed set 
for a secure, unflasby career as a 
middleweight comic actor. The 
essence of his appeal seemed to lie 
in the contrast between his hulking 
physique and the defenceless spirit 
inside it. Tbe act would be over if 
the Cowardly Lion shed its skin. He 
did shed it, though, when he 
rejoined the National Theatre in 
1980 to play Brecht’s Galileo. 1 
remember the sense of disbelief in 
seeing this embarrassment specialist 
charging this supposedly cold play 
with the force of a long pent-up 
volcano. After this role, which 
“turned me into a heavyweight”, he 
stopped apologizing. 

One thing that attracted him to 
Galileo was the task of ageing from 
40 to 75. He is an actor who works 
inwards from externals: very atten¬ 
tive to how a character walks, sits, 
dresses: “You couldn’t begin to 
rehearse a soldier in plimsolls." 
This supplies one clue to what he 
means by a “heavyweight". It does 
not mean physique; but rather tbe 
weight that an actor pulls down on 
hims elf and then summons the 
energy to lift Performance thus 
becomes a progress through a 
resistant dement, which acquires a 
corresponding life of its own. In his 
conquest of physical obstacles, he 
remains an engineer (still collecting 
Victorian machinery), and maybe 
his early directors were too keen to 
see him as a theatrical artisan. 

. Hohas now discarded that mask; 
but be shares the mysterious quality 
of all great actors, that no matter 
how eloquent they may be, they 
hold a secret in reserve. If be has a 
literary prototype, it is no working- 
class character, but^ Tietjens, the 
stoically tragic patrician hero of 
Ford Madox Ford’s Parade’s End 
novels. Should they ever be drama¬ 
tized, there is an actor who was boro 
to take their weight

Stylized kind of love 
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It is difficult on seeing an 
opera for the first time to 
know how effective, how true 
to the intended flavour a 
production is. Hans Werner 
Henze's Elegy Jor Young Lov¬ 
ers received celebrated treat¬ 
ment at the Edinburgh 
Festival in the early 1970s, for 
instance, which by all ac¬ 
counts emphasized the evil of 
its anti-hero poet's setf-in- 
terest with its sharp savagery. 
On the other hand, Henze 
wanted W-HL Auden and 
Chester Kallman to write a 
libretto that would provide 
fuel for warmly romantic 
music; they did so, tbe com¬ 
poser duly responded, and the 
first productions in the early 
1960s apparently concentra¬ 
ted on the tender poignancy of 
tire would-be lovers’ struggle 
to find themselves. 

Philippe Piffimlt's produc¬ 
tion, for the group Volte- 
Face's p e rf o rmance in the 
London International Opera 
Festival, took another stance. 
Its stylized gestures and frozen 
poses exaggerated tire absurd¬ 
ity of the situation in which 
the six principals find them¬ 
selves. There are comic asp¬ 
ects to the piece, it is true, but

Reischmann 
and Carolina (David Aldred 
and Margaret McDonald) 
blindly fussed and swooned 
and congratulated themselves 
effectively as they pandered to 
GlenviDe Hargreaves's rather 
less myopic, monstrous Mitt- 
enhofer.

As the years go by. the 
American band Steps Ahead 
bears less and less resem¬ 
blance to the all-star fusion 
group — simply called Steps — 
which arrived in 1979. Now 
that Michael Breaker has 
moved cm, to more lucrative 
pastures, vibraphone player 
Mike Mainieri is the fast 
remaining founder-member. 

A grizzled bundle of energy, 
he continues to throw himself 
into the task with gusto; yet 
it's hard to avoid the feeling 
that, despite his best efforts, 
the band is simply marking 
time. Never the most individ¬ 
ual of outfits, it now sounds 
like little more than an ag¬ 
glomeration of the latest mus¬ 
ical technology and trends. 

The formula flows along 


seamlessly: a hint of African 
percussion, a dash of straight¬ 
ahead jazz piano, neatly 
rounded off with a stadium 
guitar ballad. The response of 
the Logan Hall audience in¬ 
dicates there is still plenty of 
mileage in tire dip and mix 
approach; but, apart from the 
Garbarek-influenced soloing 
of the Norwegian saxophonist 
Bendik, this was session work 
at its impersonal best 

There was a hint of automa¬ 
tion, too, in Irakere’s Latin 
routines at Ronnie Scott's. On 
a steamy, airless night the 
opening percussion set-pieces 
and attempts at audience part¬ 
icipation seemed forced. 

All that could be forgiven 
once the Cuban band got bads 
to the real business of nego¬ 
tiating Chucho Valdez's hair- 
pin arrangements. In London 
until June 16, it is essential 
listening, even on crowd-plea- 
sere such as “Cha-Cha-Cha”. 
“Las Margueritas” prompted 
the best collective effort from 
the boro section, reminding us 
that, on form, this can be one 
of the world's most exhilarat¬ 
ing live bands.

It was not in¬ 
effective in context, nor was 
the slight rasp with which be 
savoured both Massenet and

from Don Carlos. 

Helen Robertson-Barker at 
the piano made some stabs at 
replacing an o rc h estra, bet 
was more considerate in the 
all-Russian songs. The pro¬ 
gramme gave only the titles 
and left this singer to introduce 
each item in charmingly pains¬ 
taking English. They included 
little-known Shostakovich, 
contemporary settings of 
Heine in Russian translation 
by Valery Gavritia (pleasantly 
romantic and evocative) and 
settings from Shakespeare’s 
Sonnets by Kabalevsky.

Z assume that the title 
Hypothetical (ITV) derives 
from the taxi-driver’s response 
to tricky moral interrogation: 
“Wdl, assa hypofetkal ques¬ 
tion, hunt?”. A score of in¬ 
terested parties to a qnestion 
of minority rights are arranged 
in a horseshoe, and cross- 
examined by a roaming lawyer 
about their responses to a 
suggested scenario. 

Salman Rushdie is in any¬ 
thing bnt a hypothetical situa¬ 
tion, but if he was watching 
last njgfat (and 31-7 be wasX 
he will have learnt that, if he 
was dining out in a restaurant 
in Islington, and a fellow diner 
rashed him with a knife and a 
cry of “Death to tbe devil, 
Rushdie”, at least Max Mad¬ 
den, MP, would try and trip 
the man, and the Bishop of 
Manchester would give him 
sanctuary. 

Yasnf Islam, formerly Mr 
Cat Stevens, and the man who 
brought yon “(Oh Baby, Baby, 
IPs a) Wild World”, would, on 
Us present showing, sit and 
look smog. Indeed it was 
noticeable that while all the 
hard-tine Muslims were anx¬ 
ious for Roshdie’s speedy 
demise, none would do tire 
deed himself. 


The layout makes for good 
drama; bnt with only one-line 
answers required, it soon be¬ 
comes clear that the show be¬ 
longs to the man holding the 
floor, known as the “Moder¬ 
ator”, although “Ringmaster” 
would be nearer the mark. 
Geoffrey Robertson, QC, was 
tbe moderator on Rushdie, and 
caught very well the tone of 
serf-satisfied bullying so com¬ 
mon to actors playing lawyers. 
The next two programmes are 
on racism, so the moderators 
will probably be issued with 
whips and chairs 

Michael Winner, a man who 
is to cinema what Liberace was 
to classical music, thought the 
book wouldn’t make a good 
film; Fay Weldon wondered 
aloud why the police chief on 
her left didn't arrest the 
Muslim on her right for public 
incitement to murder. She met 
with silence, but this, along 
with her pleasure at discover¬ 
ing she lived in a society worth 
dying for, was the most stir¬ 
ring comment of the evening. 

Without having an axe to 
grind for either side, yet I 
never could stand to see a man 
outnumbered. If I found 100 
million men ranged against me 
one dark night, it would be 
very comforting to have Fay 
Weldon covering my back.

Inside Stnrv 
(BBC1,9.40pm) returns to the subiect of 
violence towards women. ftitwSiie 
Panora ma oflfaed a hard journalistic 
treatment, stuffed with facts and antu- 
ments, t onight ’s film by Dee Dee Giassis 
mdre impressionistic. Making liberal use 
of fiy-onrjhe-waU camerawork, the pro¬ 
gramme focuses on two y<ftmg police, 
women who set up the country’s first 
domestic violence unit in north London. 
Though dubbed a real-life Chancy and 
Lacey, officers Colette Paul and Annette 
OtReuly are not so much investigators, 
gang out to the scene of the crime, as 
shoulders to cry on. They take state¬ 
ments and offer sympathy and advice. 
As in the Panorama film, the point to 
e^eige most strongly is the difficulty of 
getting cases to court, mainly because of 
U$ reluctance of the victims to press 
™®ges. The policewomen stress that 
vrifepee to women is not a matter of 
class or colour, though all the examples 
m are drawn from the poorer 
sections of society. It would have been 
interesting to go deeper into the roots of 
the problem, to discover why men have 
the urge to attack women, particularly 
wives and partners for whom they 
profess affection. But that would have 
been a different programme. The film we 
have, loose-ended and offering no easy 
solutions, admirably conveys the fr*K«p 
that even the efforts of two dedicated and 
energetic policewomen (both of whom 

have since moved on to other fields) are 

only scratching the surface. 



Annette O'Reilly: helping the victims 
of domestic violence (BBC1, 9.40pm) 

• Tfmewatcb (BBC2, 8.10pm) has a 
brace of films drawn from historical 
periods 500 years apart. The actress 
Harriet Walter gives flesh and blood to 
Margaret Paston, whose tetters to her 
husband, and other members of her 
family, are a rare primary source for the 
life of English women at the time of the 
Wars of the Roses. Contrary to the 
stereotype of medieval women as passive 
and dominated by men, Margaret 
emerges as an active person Irving a busy 
and courageous life. Tire second film, 
shot secretly by cameramen from the 
Polish trade union Solidarity, is a series 
of accounts by witnesses to the murder of 
Polish Jews at Kielce in 1946. It is a 
reminder that anti-Semitism is centuries 
older than Hitler, bring based in this case 
on medieval myths of Jews {dlfing-and 
torturing Christian children.

Frustration with President Gorbachov 
and extreme irritation with the Wash¬ 
ington bureaucracy drove President 
Bush to cast aside his usual caution and 
opt for a grand gesture on arms at the 
Nato summit this week. 

Details of the President's about-turn 
have emerged as local pundits and 
politicians confessed that the sudden 
show of daring from the man who has 
been dubbed President Dither, took 
many of them by surprise. 

Mr Bush derided to take matters into 
his own hands two weeks ago. White 
House officials said. He was annoyed at 
Mr Gorbachov's effortless stream of 


arms proposals, many of them dearly 
aimed at mischief in Europe, but some of 
them truly constructive. 

He was stung by the deluge of 
criticism, much of it from his own

supporters, over his inaction and neg¬ 
ative response to Mr Gorbachov. 

He was also angry that after months 
producing its much-vaunted foreign 
policy review, the bureaucracy had 


brought forth a mouse. As one senior 
official put it: ‘All they did was project a 
straight line from the way things have 
been." 

The review, produced by the State 
Department, the Defence Department, 
the National Security Council and the 
Central Intelligence Agency, advocated 
nothing more than observing the status 
quo. "It was like a millstone round the 
President's neck," the official said. For 
his debut on the European stage in 
Brussels, the Washington machine had 
drawn up a series of timid and trifling 
proposals. 

When Mr James Baker, the Secretary 
of State, brought word from Moscow on 
May 14 that Mr Gorbachov was genu- 
indy conceding much that Nato was 


demanding on the subject of con¬ 
ventional force reductions, Mr Bush 
decided to act. He called a handful of top 
officials, including Mr Baker, Mr Brent 
Scowcroft, the National Security Ad¬

arms control and disarma¬ 
ment which, until Tuesday 
evening, lay embarrassingly 
on the shelf with two empty 
spaces, each to do with short- 
range missiles. 

But yesterday the document 
was produced, along with the 
summit declaration, and ev¬ 
eryone was unanimous in the 
view that the two alliance 
statements offered a new 
challenge to both Nato and 
President Gorbachov and his 
Eastern European allies. 

The compromise formula 
on short-range systems in¬ 
cludes a direct challenge to 
Moscow, since Nato wants the 
Soviet Union to cut, uni¬ 
laterally, its comparable sys¬ 
tems from 1.450 to the 
alliance level of F8. There 
would be no reductions in 
Nato's arsenal until parity had 
been achieved. 

The summit statement, 
which made no reference to 
cuts in nuclear artillery sys¬ 
tems (despite Bonn's calls for 
their inclusion in talks), re¬ 
affirmed the previously agreed 
Nato position that the de¬ 
cision on modernization of 
the existing Lance system 
would be delayed until 1992. 

The combination of this 
delay and the agreement on 
short-range missile negotia¬ 
tions prompted Herr Hans- 
Dietrich Genscher. the West 
German Foreign Minister, to 
say with some satisfaction: 
“Modernization without sim¬ 
ultaneous commitment to 
negotiations has been turned 
into a commitment to nego¬ 
tiate without a simultaneous 
commitment to modernize." 

When Mr Bush was ques¬ 
tioned at a press conference on 
whether the 1992 timing for 
the modernization decision 
could pul the deployment of a 
follow-on system to Lance at 
risk because of the new time¬ 
table he had suggested for 
conventional-arms cuts, he 
declined to be drawn. 

Herr Kohl seemed so happy 
with the outcome of the 
summit that he said the 
alliance had given itself "the 
best fortieth birthday 
present”. 

British officials muttered 
that since his Foreign Minister 
had used his advocacy skills to 
such advantage in winning the 
argument over negotiations. 


he should now do the same in 
persuading, the Soviet Union 
to accept the conventional- 
arms proposals put forward by 
Mr Bush on Monday. 

Mrs Thatcher and other 
leaders agreed that the Bush 
initiative — involving 20 per 
cent cuts in US combat man¬ 
power in Europe, the inclusion 
of aircraft and helicopters in 
the Vienna conventional-arms 
talks and a timetable of be¬ 
tween six months to a year to 
reach an agreement — had had 
a dramatic "psychological ef¬ 
fect” on the summit. 

Mr Bush has called for full 
implementation of an agree¬ 
ment, including reducing the 
number of tanks on each side 
to 20.000, by 1992 or 1993. 

Mrs Thatcher described the 
timetable as "a little optimis¬ 
tic", then added: “It's quite 
optimistic ... it's very 
optimistic." 

She also reaffirmed that she 
had told Mr Bush that she did 
not want Britain's nuclear- 
capable aircraft to be included 
in the Vienna talks. She said 
she understood that it would 
be possible to achieve the cuts 
envisaged in Mr Bush's'pack¬ 
age (nearly 600 Nato aircraft) 
without affecting RAF aircraft 
such as the Tornado, which 
carries nuclear free&ll bombs. 

But overall she described 
the two documents produced 
at the summit as “excellent”. 

Mr Bush gave the first hints 
of how Mr Gorbachov might 
react to his arms-cut pro¬ 
posals. He said that the US 
Embassy in Moscow had been 
given a cautious response but 
he was treating this as a 
positive sign. 

He also welcomed the 
announcement by Mr Gorba¬ 
chov in Moscow that the 
Soviet defence budget was to 
be cut by 14 per cent

was a dirty tricks campaign. 
“When Central Office told my 
office that people did not want 
me to go and speak in their 
areas, we rang up the people 
and they told us nothing of the 
sort,” he said.

And you can gel 
Peter Brooke to justify him¬ 
self for he is lying.” 

As the storm grew over that 
remark yesterday afternoon, 
Mr Heath softened his "lying” 
allegations. 

"My office has been receiv¬ 
ing messages that constit¬ 


uencies did not want me to go 
there during the campaign," 
he told reporters. "The can¬ 
didates have not said anything 
of the son. Unless he [Mr 
Brooke] finds out what is 
going on in his own office he 
will find he is lying.”Mr Heath 
described Mr Brooke as a 
"perfectly honourable man”. 

Lord Whitdaw led yes¬ 
terday's onslaught against Mr 
Heath.

And 
for Mr Heath to call me one 
goes beyond the normal pat¬ 
tern of exchanges between 
colleagues. 

“I think that if Mr Heath 
reflects on his description of 
me, he may think he was a 
little over-hasty. I would leave 


the party to judge how helpful 
he is being to our case." 

Earlier Mr Brooke, speaking 
on BBC Breakfast Time tele¬ 
vision, denied there was any 
dirty tricks campaign against 
Mr Heath. He said invitations 
asking Mr Heath to speak in 
the run-up to the elections 
were withdrawn by a number 
of constituencies, but replace¬ 
ment venues had been found. 

Mr Brooke admitted there 
was “a degree of a. private 
war” between Mr Heath and 
Mrs Thatcher.. 

Meanwhile, a group of 
Conservative MPs, derided by 


Mr Heath as the “usual gang!”, 
demanded that he be turned 
into a parliamentary outcast. 

They appealed : to- party' 
business managers to.remove 
the whip from Mr Heath, a 
drastic-step that they would be 
highly unlikely to take: 

The outcry was led fry Mr 
John Carlisle, MP for Luton 
North, who sakl: “He has gone 
totally beyond the pale. He is 
disloyal to his leader, disloyal 
to his party, and disloyal to the 
British people: Disloyalty 
should be punished by exp ul¬ 
sion." 

Sir William Clark, chair¬ 


man of the Tory backbench 
finance committee and MP for 
Croydon South, said many 
backbenchers had held bade 
from criticizing Mr Heath but 
- were now forced to do so. - 

"He has been on the 
backbenches for 14 years and 
it is abont time be realized 
thal Maigaret Thatcher is tlie 
Prime Minister." 

Mr Heath said be was "not 
in the least" concerned at 
attempts to isolate him.

surance broker. 

Under that deal, Trans¬ 
america acquired a 39 per cent 
equity stake in Sedgwick, but 
had voting rights over only

appointed five directors to 
Sedgwick's board, and the fine 
print required that the agree¬ 
ment run until August 30, 
1989. It also bound Trans¬ 
america not to deal in its 
Sedgwick shares until Feb¬ 
ruary 28.1990. In effect, it was 
held by handcuffs. 

After August, Transamerica 
would be free to terminate the 
agreement - but on condition 
that it gave six months' notice 
and provided the five Trans¬ 
america directors on the 
Sedgwick board first resign. 

While Transamerica's 
handcuffs will still only come 
off on February 28, 1990, the 
nub of yesterday's deal is that 
Transamerica's directors are 
now no longer required to 
resign. Their continued pres¬ 


ence — and intention to stay 
with Sedgwick—has been wel¬ 
comed by the Sedgwick board, 
though (he market is reft to 
guess whether Transamerica 
will still bid one day. 

Meanwhile, Sedgwick’s 
first-quarter results, showing 
pre-tax profits of £40.9 million 
against £43.9 million, con¬ 
tinue to reflect tough times in 
the brokerage market, though 
there is welcome evidence that 
the new management is begin¬ 
ning to beat costs.

Many 
of its customers, like the 
mining and defence in¬ 
dustries, are less affected by 
cyclical downturns than in¬ 
dustry as a whole and Cook 
has its eye on orders from the 
electricity industry as the need 
for new poww stations be¬ 
comes impossible to ignore. 

Cook, now the largest steel 
foundry group in Britain, has 
on overseas expan¬ 


sion. It has started fo a small 
way with a . $250,000 
(£160,000) investment in a 
foundry in West Virginia. 
More should fbBow, especially 
since Mr Cook, the grandson 
of the founder, is still only 39 
and has plenty of unfulfilled 
ambition.

End serious risk to consumers 
with food minister, says CWS 
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A minister of food to ensure 
safe, wholesome and adequate 
food and drink supplies was 
called for at the Co-operative 
Congress, the annual par¬ 
liament of the Co-operative 
movement being held in 
Torquay. 

The call was made by Sir 
Dennis Landau, chief exec¬ 
utive of the Co-operative 
Wholesale Society, the biggest 
commercial former and an 
important manufacturer of 
groceries. The Co-op as a 
whole, including its 85 retail 
societies, is one of the top 
three suppliers of milk. 

The congress, backing the 
idea of a minister of food, un¬ 
derlined the "rapidly worse¬ 
ning situation in the prod¬ 
uction of food in this country 
and the serious risk to health 
of consumers.” 

Sir Dennis said he intended 
to write to the Prime Minister, 
calling for the appointment of 
a strong food minister within 
the Ministry of Agriculture, 
Fisheries and Food. 

"1 do not propose the 
breaking-up of MAFF because 
it is after all only a small 
ministry. But we roust end the 
idea that MAFF exists in the 
main to meet the requirments 
of the National Farmers’ 
Union,” he said. 

“The CWS may be Britain's 
biggest commercial former but 
I have never believed that 


agriculture should be MAFFs 
chief pre-occupation. From 
now on, MAFF must contain 
a senior minister whose jab it 
is to represent both consumer 
and food industry interests. 

“We want to see no more of 
the public squabbling between 
food-related ministries such as 
occurred over the salmonella 
affair.” 

He also deplored govern¬ 
ment cuts on research budgets 
for food laboratories. 

A minister for food would 
ensure adequate supplies of 
wholesome, properly labelled 
food, encourage healthy eating 
and defend consumer interests 
in EC affaire, he suggested. 

Sir Dennis said he would be 
sending a job description for 
the new minister to the Gov¬ 
ernment The emphasis in the 
job should be on ensuring 
adequate supplies of safe and 
wholesome food and drink at 
reasonable prices, with prod¬ 
uct labels Ceiling consumers 
the ingredients and nutritional 
content 

Consumers should be help¬ 
ed to understand the product 
information and to make eff¬ 
ective use of it 

Within the EC the new 
minister should encourage 
harmonization of food legisla¬ 
tion without harming British 
interests and improving the 
safety and quality of food 
while increasing trade.

The Go-operative Bank, a

Overvalued dollar is no 
comfort as pound slides 


T his week’s prize for whistling into 
the wind goes to Heir Norbert 
Kloten, president of the central 
bank in the west German state of 
Baden-Wurttemberg, who said the dol¬ 
lar was overvalued. Herr Kloten, who is 
also a member of the Bundesbank’s 
policy-making central council, said the 
dollar's current rate was not justified by 
purchasing-power parities. Whether 
that means the Bundesbank mil keep its 
hand on its halfpenny and not move 
rates tomorrow, another 24 hours will 
telL 

Much more pressing is which way the 
Government will jump today. It is 
barely a week since base rates were lifted 
1 per cent to 14 per cent, and the 
budding societies were making soothing 
noises about bang able to hold mort¬ 
gage rates until the year-end. If base 
rates go to 15 per cent today, which 
seemed a strong possibility last night, 
the home loan bets are off. Mortgage 
rates will go up again, and the next twist 
in the inflationary spriral will be in 
place. Wage demands follow mortgage 
rate increases as surely as speculators 
attack the weakest currency. 

For the past week, the currency story 
has not bom merely the strength of the 


dollar but the slide in sterling. Mr 
Lawson has no escape from the infla¬ 
tionary trap so long as sterling continues 
to weaken, and last week's hike in base 
rates was as much to defend the trade- 
weighted average at about 93 as it was to 
fix the dollar rate.

I nvestment trust analysts have two 
dreams. The first is to devise a 
structure which, by financial engin¬ 
eering alone, ensures the market price of 
shares of an investment trust never foils 
to a discount to the net asset value. The 
second is to engineer a takeover 
machin e which can acquire existing 
investment trusts standing at a discount 
without itself r unning into a discount 
The alchemists had similar ambiti on s. 

The problem with all schemes de¬ 
vised to bring the first dream to reality is 
that they cannot operate without a self- 
destruct button that is within the reach 
of shareholders. Only the promise of 
getting back the value of the assets will 
ensure that the shares stay up with the 
asset value. AO other devices, warrants, 
convertibles, stepped debentures and all 
the rest, merely change the timing. 

Templeton Galbraith & Hansberger’s 
first venture into the British investment 
trust market has opted for a sophis¬ 
ticated self-destruct button, or a series of 
controlled explosions. Half the £30 
million of subscription monies will be in 
the form ofa 1 per cent convertible loan 
stock, and in each of the first three years 
up to 20 per cent of the stock (which is 
convertible on a one-for-one basis) will 
be bought back in the market 
Brokers Kitkat & Aitken, also on a 
maiden launch into new trusts, believe 
that will mop up any excess of supply, 
keeping the shares up with, or even 
ahead of, events.

The airline 
accepts that it is likely to be 
turned down and is preparing 
to appeal, which in turn will 
probably lead to a public 
inquiry next year. 

If the- plan is finally ap¬ 
proved, the building is due for 
first occupation in 1992 and 
completion in 1993, and it is 
estimated that the cost win be 
£20 million for excavating, 
making the land safe and 
landscaping, £50 million for 
construction and £30 million 
for fitting out. 

British Airways is holding 
an architectural competition 
for its design.

E arlier this month, the 
Druids Lodge Estate 
in Wiltshire, extend¬ 
ing to more than 
3,000 acres, was sold wi thin 
one week of coming on to the 
market (through Knight Rank 
& Rutley) with a guide price of 
more than £10 milli on. 

Last month Savills sold 
seven important country 
houses for around £ 19 million, 
at an average price of £2.75 
million — four on the open 
market and three “discreetly*’. 
The agents explain that some 
sellers and buyers at this level 
of the market prefer a sale 
without publicity, and the 
buyers axe prepared to pay a 
premium of 15-20 per cent for 
the privilege. “It only really 
works to best advantage with 
properties of so-called prime 
nature, usually a period house, 
25-100 acres, privacy and 
seclusion, but still with conve¬ 
nience by road or rafl — within 
one and half hours of central 
London, usually in the sought- 
after western corridor.” 

These, are examples of a 
country house market which

has not been brought to a 
standstill by high interest 
rates, and Savills says that 
while the effect of continuing 
interest rate increases may be 
beginning to have an impact 
in the middle market, die top 
end t ynwhn nnaariiml 

Geoffrey van Cutsem, 
chairman of Savills' residen¬ 
tial division, says that country 
bouse prices seem strongest 
west of London and in the 
north, especially Scotland, 
while East Anglia appears to 
be suffering a slight hangover 
from the particularly strong 
market in 1988. During last 
year prices in East Anglia 
increased by around 40 per 
cent According to Savills' 
latest country house price 
guide, values there far both 
cottages and medium-size 


houses (five or six bedrooms, 
one to five acres) have not 
moved since last antmnn; 
taking inflation into account 
that means a reduction. The 
same applies to the large 
country boose (six to 10 
bedrooms and up to 20 acres) 
in Norfolk and Suffolk, al¬ 
though in Essex and Cam¬ 
bridgeshire these have showed 
a modest increase. 

For the moment, then, it 
app e ars that the spectacular 
price rises in East Anglia (die 
result of improved rail and 
road wwnniimi eitiniB and rel¬ 
atively cheap prices as people 
accepted the need to look 
beyond the Home Counties 
and commute further) are 
over. For Jackson-Stops & 
Staff; this is no bad tiring. It 
reports that the market con¬ 


tinues to thrive, albeit ax a 
slower pace, and the return of 
more stable market conditions 
has purchasers to be 

mote discerning and to make 
decisions without feeling that 
they axe being stampeded into 
buying the first possible house 
they come across. 

Consequently there is a 
wide choice of p roperty on the 
market. SaviUs’ Norwich of¬ 
fice with Arnold Son & 
Hockley ofNorwich, are offer¬ 
ing Swafield Honse at 
Swafield, north of Norwich, 
an elegant Grade II listed 
Georgian bouse in about 10 
acres, with a range of out¬ 
buildings and a productive 
vineyard, for around 
£400,000. They also have on 
their books Beigh Apron 
Manor, an early 19th-century 


Grade n listed country boose, 
set in 36 aaes, six miles south 
of Norwich. It has three 
reception rooms and nine 
be drooms, and an asking price 
of around £750,000.

Hardingham Grove at Har¬ 
dingham, Norfolk, is on a 
more modest scale. The Grade 
n listed house dates back to 
the mid-16th century, and 
has a Flemish style gable and 
beD tower. Later enlarge!, and 
now renovated, Hardingham 
Grove has five reception 
rooms and 11 bedrooms, 
nnH tunrft in 25 acres.

An indication of the in¬ 
crease in prices over the 
generations, if it were needed, 
comes from Outtons in Bath, 
who are marketing Caisson 
House, a small country estate

A contrast to these listed 
country bouses comes from 
SaviUs* Banbury office, which 
is selling a Queen Anne style 
mansion at North Aston, 
Oxfordshire, not yet built. The 
bouse win be on a secluded 2.5 
acre site, adjacent to the site of 
a 17th-century manor bouse, 
with landscaped gardens and 
an eight-acre paddock. The 
purchaser will be able to work 
with the developer to cater for 
his requirements, and the 
house will have six reception 
rooms and six bedrooms, with 
a staff flat. It is being offered at 
around £750,000.

Irishman must win 
inside five rounds 
if he is to impress

Barry McGuigan. who has 
shown some irritation at calls 
■for him to retire after his bout 
with Julio Miranda, of Argen¬ 
tina, last December, can take 
comfort from the fact that 
such concern is reserved only 
for the greats, the likes of 
Leonard, Hearns and Duran. 

.For instance, no one has 
told Jim McDonnell, the 
Camden Town super-feather¬ 
weight, who looked unimpres¬ 
sive in his last three contests, 
to give up boxing. 

Perhaps when McGuigan 
meets McDonnell tonight at 
the G-Mex Centre, Man¬ 
chester, be will give us some 
indication of whether he can 
go on to emulate the big three 
and regain a world title. 

McDonnell is a good oppo¬ 
nent He is more skilful than 
Miranda but not as tough. If 
McGuigan struggles to stop 
him, as he did against the 
Argentinian, or is forced to go 
the distance, then it can be 
taken that his powers are 
indeed on the decline. 

So great is the disparity in 
the records of the two men 
that one cannot even begin to 
delve into their comparative 
abilities. The fact that Mc¬ 
Guigan is getting £200,000 
and McDonnell £50,000 
underlines the difference in 
class. 


No wonder McDonnell, 
who works as a caretaker in an 
old people's home and has 
been reading up on Napoleon 
•for quotes, says: “One of my 
jobs is clearing np rubbish and 
I’m fed up of sweeping up 
papers containing, articles on 
McGuigan and. how much 
money he makes. I want to 
join the millionaires' club. To 
do that I know I have to get 
past the bouncer on the door, 
who happens to be Bany 
McGuigan.” 

McGuigan has had 34 con¬ 
tests and lost only two. He has 
had four world title bouts, 
four European and one Brit¬ 
ish. He has stopped 29 inside 
the distance. With the excep¬ 
tion of only two opponents, he 
has faced world-class oppo¬ 
sition since 1983 to the time 
he lost his World Boxing 
Association featherweight title 
to Steve Cruz, of the United 
States, in 1986. 

McDonnell, who, at 28 
years and six months, is six 
months older than McGuigan, 
has had 26 bouts and lost one. 
He won the vacant European 
title and defended it once 
before relinquishing iL He has 
made one unsuccessful chall¬ 
enge for the world title, against 
Brian Mitchell, of South Af¬ 
rica, the WBA super-feather¬ 
weight champion. Mitchell is 


his only wcrrid-class opponent. 

Thus it is best to look only 
at the last three opponents of 
both boxers. In April J988, 
nearly two years after his 
defeat by Cruz, McGuigan 
returned to knock out Nicky 
Perez, of Arc mn. in four 
rounds. A morn * later. Mo- 
Donnell. had to struggle 
against Angel Hernandez, a 
Mexican. 

In June, McGuigan 
knocked out Tomas DaCroz, 
of Brazil, while in November 
McDonnell was comprehen¬ 
sively outpointed by Mitchell. 
Then - came McGuigan's 
eighth-round victory over the 
tough Argentinian, Miranda, 
which some experts said 
showed that McGuigan was 
losing his grip. 

Bui McDonnell's perfor¬ 
mance against Benji Marquez 
in March ofthis year was even 
more disappointing. Mc¬ 
Donnell was staggered by 
slaps to the body and might 
have been outpointed had the 
American not hit with the 
open glove so often. 

Jimmy Tibbs, McGuigan's 
trainer, who used to look after 
McDonnell when he was box¬ 
ing for Terry Lawless, says: 
“Barry is so strong and his 
punching so devastating I 
can't see any other result than 
Barry stopping him.”

Jacklin regards Severi an o 
Ballesteros, Jose-Maria 
OlazdhaL Faldo, Langer, Lyle, 
and Woosnam as the nucleus of 
the team and be won Id prefer to 
have the option of selecting 
other players. 

That is one of tbe reasons why 
Jacklin was paired in the first 
two rounds of the PGA Champ¬ 
ionship with Denis Damian and 
Phol Broadhnrst. Quite prop¬ 
erly. Jacklin is taking advantage 
of the few tournaments in which 
be is playing to take a dose look 
at tbe other players who coaid 
complete his team. 

“1 was very impressed with 
Denis and Paid,” be said. “De¬ 
nis has tbe Ryder Cup firmly on 


his mind. He has certainly 
improved his long game and he 
has always been a superb patter. 
Paul has an excellent short 
game with Jots of imagination on 
and around the greens. He 
struck a few wayward shots bat 
he is learning all the time.** 

Faldo recognizes that Jacklin 
has a difficult (ask, so his hope 
is to make his own place 
automatic by winning the

guys getting towards the

Illegally insured has no remedy save return of premium No unfairness in 


In re Cavalier Insurance Co 
Ltd 

Before Mr Justice Knox 
[Judgment May 25] 

Where an insurer made a con¬ 
tract of insurance of a kind he 
was not authorized by statute to 
make, the insured could not 
enforce a claim under it al¬ 
though he was entirely ignorant 
t hat the contract of insurance 
was illegal, but be could recover 
his premium. 

Mr Justice Knox so held in a 
reserved judgment in the Chan¬ 
cery Division on a summons 
issued by James Louis Patrick 
Pope, the provisional liquidator 
of Cavalier Insurance Co Ltd. 
Tbe respondents were Douglas 
Jackson & Co (Adjusters) Ltd, a 
trade creditor representing tbe 
interests of all such persons: 
Paul Stephen Carey, a person 
who had token out extended 
warranty cover on a video 
cassette recorder and repre¬ 
sented the interests of all such 
persons; and Mufti-Guarantee 
Insurance Co Lid, who had 
played a leading role In tbe 
promotion of extended war¬ 
ranty insurance in 1982 and 
1983 and from whom Cavalier 
had received over£l million of 
premium insurance in respect of 
tbe extended warranty business 
which it assumed. 

The relief sought was direc¬ 
tions under section 540 of the 
Companies Act 1985 as to 
whether (1) the liquidator might 
property proceed to deal with 
claims in Cavalier’s liquidation 
on the footing that Cavalier was 
never authorized (for the pur¬ 
poses of the Insurance Com¬ 
panies Act 1982 and/or its 
predecessors) to write extended 
warranty insurance and if so (2) 
as to whether the liquidator 
might property admit proofs 
foam extended warranty policy¬ 
holders in respect of contractual 
benefits or sums that would 
have been payable to them 
under such policies but for 
Cavalier’s lack of authorization 
to write extended warranty in¬ 
surance policies alternatively in 
respect of the premiums paid 
over to the company by such 
policy holders.

MR JUSTICE kNOX said 
that Cavalier had undertaken 
extended warranty insurance 
the essential feature of which 
was that tbe obligations under 
the manufacturer's warranty 
against breakdown or mal¬ 
function of electrical equipment 
were assumed by the insurer for 
that part of the five years 
following the sale of goods in 
question which the manufac¬ 
turer's warranty did not cover, 
that is. generally for years two to 
five after the purchase. 

Thai form of insurance fell 
within class 16 of the classes 
specified in Schedule 2 to the 
Insurance Companies Act 1982. 
“miscellaneous financial loss", 
and Cavalier had no licence to 
cany out such insurance. The 
contracts of insurance were 
therefore illegal although it was 
accepted that the insured were 
entirely ignorant of that fan. 

The question was. given that 
Cavalier was not authorized to 
write extended warranty in¬ 
surance policies, were the policy 
holders precluded through il¬ 
legality from making claims 
against tbe liquidator m respect 
of the benefits to which, assum¬ 
ing the contracts to be enforce¬ 
able by them, they would be 
entitled. 

The choice here lay between 
following the carefully consid¬ 
ered obiter dicta of the Court of 
Appeal in Phoenix General In¬ 
surance Co of Greece v 
Halvanon Insurance Co Lid 
([1988] 1 QB 216) which were 
admittedly directly in point and. 
if applied, would preclude any 
contractual enforcement on the 
one hand, and following other 
authorities, notably Archbold's 
(Freightage) Ltd v S Spanglea 
Ltd ([1961] 1 QB 374) in which 
contractual enforcement was 
permitted of transactions which 
involved illegality on the part of 
the defendant but not the plain¬ 
tiff, on the other hand. 

Hts Lordship’s conclusion, 
which be reached without 
enibugasiTi, was that lie shook! 


follow the dicta of the Court of 
Appealin Phoenix. 

In Phoenix what the Court of 
Appeal said in (foaling with the 
effect of illegality was obiter 
because there was no illegality in 
their view of the case. 

But given the conflicting de¬ 
cisions of Mr Justice Parker in 
Bedford Insurance Co Ltd v 
Instiiuio de Resseguros do Brasil 
([1985] QB 966) and Mr Justice 
Leggatt in Stewart v Oriental 
Fire and Marine Insurance Co 
Ltd «1985] QB 988). guidance 
from the Court of Appeal was 
particularly desirable even in 
tbe shape of obiter dicta. 

It was further very dear that 
considered dicta of the Court of 
Appeal upon the precise prob¬ 
lem raised in this application 
were desowing of tbe highest 
respect in a court of first 
instance and should be followed 
unless compelling reasons were 
adduced for not doing so- 

However, taking into account 
Lord Dunedin’s words in Leeds 

Industrial Cooperative Society 
Ltd v Slack ([1925] AC 851,864) 
his Lordship accepted that he 
was bound to examine the 
problems himself and could not 
merely follow the dicta of the 
Court of Appeal in Phoenix. 

Having quoted the Court of 
Appears reasoning in Phoenix 
as summarised in Lord Justice 
Ken’s judgment (at pp273-5) his 
Lordship said that dearly the 
line was a fine one between two 
types of cases. 

The first was where the statute 
said in effect “Thou shall not 
assume an obligation to do this” 
to only one party to a trans¬ 
action and that party did as¬ 
sume that obligation to an 
innocent party. Intbosedicam- 
siances where it was appropriate 
in terms of perceived public 
policy the innocent party could 
recover damages for breach of 
the obligation. 

The other type of case was 
where the statute not only said 
“Thou shah not assume an 
obligation (o do ibis’* but also 
**Tbou shall not do this”. 

Is those dreusstances, what¬ 
ever the perceived public policy, 
the court was prevented from 
awarding «fa»w»y s to an inno¬ 
cent person who entered into tbe 
contract thus impliedly prohib¬ 


ited because tbe award would 
amount to the peribnnaooe of 
the very thing which the statute 
had forbidden. 

In common with the Court of 
Appeal in Phoenix his Lordship 
found the result of their view 
unattractive in the circum¬ 
stances but unavoidable in logic. 
The result was unattractive 
because people like Mr Carey 
were wholly innocent of wrong¬ 
doing and a statute designed for 
their protection had the result of 
preventing them from enforcing 
contractual rights to which but 
for the statute they would clearly 
be entitled. 

His Lordship accepted Mr 
Pickering's submission that the 
insured were innocent, that the 
prohibition in tbe statute was 
unilateral and that there was no 
express prohibition of the con¬ 
tract in the statute. What there 
was, was an express prohibition 
against performance which led 
to an implied prohibition of the 
contract. 

Mr Pickering submitted that 
tbe reasoning of Mr Justice 
Parker in the Bedford case, 
which was adopted by Lord 
Justice Kerr in the Court of 
Appeal in Phoenix was defective 
in that the dement in the 
statutory prohibition that the 
malting and carrying into effect 
of the insurance was by way of 
business was lost sight of. 

In his Lordship’s judgment 
that requirement did not effect 
the end conclusion. Once 
performance was expressly 
forbidden it was forbidden and 
the feet that the other party did 
not come within the prohibition 
because he or she entered into 
the contract otherwise than by 
w«y of business made no 
difference. 

There was in his view a logical 
distinction between the enforce¬ 
ment of a sanction by way of 
damage in favour of an innocent 
party as against a person who 
entered into a contractual 
obhgjtion in breach of a statu¬ 
tory prohibition on the defen¬ 
dant against entering into the 
contract, on the one hand, and 
the award of damages for non¬ 
performance of an obligation to 
do an act where Parliament had 
prohibited on a unilateral hwris 
not only the making of the 


contract but also its perfor¬ 
mance, on the other. 

In the former case tbe court 
was not decreeing the equivalent 
of performance of a prohibited 
act. Tbe prohibited act was 
making the contract and no 
bilaterally enforceable contract 
could or did result from tbe 
defendant’s disregard of the 
prohibition, nor was the court 
decreeing specific performance 
of iL 

In the latter case, if the court 
awarded damages for failure to 
perform the contract, whose 
performance Pariiamnt had 
prohibited, the court was giving 
effect to exactly what Par¬ 
liament had said should not be 
done. 

To do that under the guise of 
interpreting the public policy 
underlying the Act in question 
would in his Lordship's judg¬ 
ment amount to saying that 
Parliament could not have in¬ 
tended to say what it did say and 
that went beyond the court’s 
function of imapreBtion. 

His Lordship then turned to 
examing the positive side of Mr 
Pickering's agruraent and the 
authorities died in support of 
the proposition that the court 
could award damages in favour 
of an innocent party where there 
was no express prohibition of 
the contract but where there was 
an express prohibition of perfor¬ 
mance such that there was an 
imlied prohibition of the con¬ 
tract and in particular the 
Archboldscasc. 

But Archbolds was 
rfirtingiiidiiiife The dif fere n ce 
resided in tbe illegality being 
collaleraal to the contract in 
Archbolds and inescapably 
bound up with tbe performance 
of the contract in tbe present 
case. Therefore contractual 
enforcement in the present case 
was not available. 

Finally could Mr Carey and 
others in his position recover 
the premiums they had paid on 
the basis that they were paid for 
a consideration which wholly 
failed? 

IF the contracts were not 
enforceable at all through il¬ 
legality the assured received no 
benefit whatever from them. In 
seeking a return of premiums 


the assured were in no sense 
seeking to enforce what Par¬ 
liament had prohibited but 
rather to undo tbe prohibited 
transaction. 

Further, if an unauthorized 
insurer was permitted to keep 
the premiums he bad raki-n in 
breach of tbe unilateral pro¬ 
hibition laid upon him he 
succeeded in doing rather better 
than that which Parliament had 
said he should not do, namely 
cany on the relevant insurance 
business, because be not only 
received, and kept the premiums 
but did not have to underwrite 
the risk. 

In general tbe test applied to 
determine whether a plaintiff 
was p reve n ted from recovering 
money or property paid pursu¬ 
ant to a transaction affected fry 
illegality was to ask whether tbe 

plaintiff had to set up the illegal 
tran s action to estab l ish his 
cause of action for recovery, as 
one would have to here. 

Bat there was an exception to 
tbe general rule which applied 
where tire patties were treated as 
not being in jpari delicto so that 
the innocent could recover not¬ 
withstanding that tire Segal 
transaction had to be pleaded to 
establish his cause of action. 

In bis Lordship's judgment 

pie circumstances of this case; 
where the statutory duty was 
laid exclusively on the shou lders 
of tbe insurer for the protection 
of insured persons and die 
insured bad no reason to suspect 
that he was bring asked to enter 
into a vend contract, amply 
justified treating foe insured as 
not equally delictual as foe 
insurer and therefore entitled to 
recover the premhuns.

asked —that her coach had hit 
her in the face during the final.

Monica 
Seles, of Yugoslavia, aged IS, 
competing in her first grand 
slam tournament, displayed 
the sparkle of a star in the 
making. Ivan Lendl and Boris 
Becker were among the men’s 
winners and Yannick Noah 
(short of match play, and not 
Billy fit) among the losers. 

Zvereva came within two 
points of winning 6-3,6-2 but, 
instead, was beaten 3-6, 7-6, 
6-2 by Raffadla Reap, a 
boisterous Italian. ReggPs

She serves left- 
handed (impressively), hits 
her ground strokes two-fisted 
on both flanks and, to some 
extent, has made up her own 
(rind of tennis. Her two-fisted 
shots arc unconventional vari¬ 
ations of the unconventional: 
technically, a double negative, 
but with positive con¬ 
sequences. 

Seles, her face contorted as 
if in anger, took the ball early 
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and hit awfully hard: yet, 
when gentle precision was 
demanded, instantly slipped 
into another mental gear. 
Mostly, though, she played a 
furious brand of tennis. It 
would have been no surmise 
to see smoke and sparks rising 
from court two. 

One thought of Steffi Graf, 
Jimmy Connors, and Andre 
Agassi There is a little of all of 
them in Seles. She has that 
indefinable, intimidating 
quality known as ’presence'. 
Yesterday her special nature 
was emphasized by a Made 
shirt and a lime green skirt 
with Mack bows in either ride. 
She looked different — and 
was different. 

At the end of the match 
Seles joyously raised her urns, 
swinging around in trium¬ 
phant response to the ap¬ 
plause ringing around her. She 
bad never before played on 
such a stage but look the 
leading role as if boro to it. 
Reis, incidentally, played 
rather well. 

Lend1, the favourite, ad¬ 
vanced in straight sets at the 
expense of Patrick Kuhnen, 
who won five-set matches 
against Jakob Hlasek and 
Connors at Wimbledon last 
year. In the first set Kuhnen 
made as many chances as 
Lendl but was less adept at 
exploiting them. Lendl also 
plays golf (left-handed) to a 
handicap of ’about 12.’ His 
best shots, be says, are (hose 
that go into the hole; his worst, 
those that go out of bounds. 

Becker, who beat Jim Pugh 
of California, reached the 
semi-finals here two years ago. 
Becker makes much of the fact 
that, although his first 
Wimbledon championship 
earned him recognition as ‘a 
grass-court player,' be has 
played on clay since he was 
four years old 

Moreover, Becker has never 
gone into the supreme day- 
court test, this one, with as 
much cause for confidence. 
He has been winning a lot of 
matches on day. That also 
applies to the man who beat 
him in the Wimbledon final 
last year, Stefan Edberg. 

Finally, note that French 
has officially replaced Fran- 
gfafa as the language of um¬ 
pires.
